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Two prime factors are everywhere in 
life, Force and Direction. Forces are 
cosmic in their essence, whether they ex- 
ternalize in solar systems, the weather 
or human nature. But direction, as we 
view it mundane-

politicians play their part in that destiny. 
Frequently, indeed usually, ‘these men 
have opposite aims and beliefs. Still, 
each of these men as impersonal exam- 
ples of divergent forces are essential to 
balance the whole

tion, become com- 
placent to the 
point of stagna- 
tion wherein 
progress is im- 
possible. Obvious- 
ly neither anarchy 
nor confusion can 





go in the same di- 
rection, yet never 
meet save in in- 
finity. National 
destiny is also 
a kind of psycho- 
logical infinity and 
forms a subtle 
frame of refer- 
ence for the 
thoughtful. 

Often in the 
multiple and 
seemingly com- 
plex parallel lines 
of national destiny, we cannot see the 
forest for the trees. It is difficult to de- 
fine where and how the forces, policies 
and ideas of our national leaders and

scale. So it is that 
those cosmic 


forces of national 
destiny, the plan- 
ets, accommodate 
themselves to our 
very human lacks 
and limitations by providing us with 
men who are but vehicles of forces but 
who, in a vast impersonality, compen- 
sate the national compass. 

One outstanding instance of a man as 
a vehicle of planetary expression in our 
national destiny is Douglas MacArthur. 
The planets, i.e., the forces of his horo- 
scope, go in parallel directions with those 
of the country. They carry weight, worth 
and a mission and yet they never seem 
to meet with the lines and forces of the 
country in a concisive apex. They are, in 
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short, auxiliary forces, supporting the 
national efforts, filling in vital lacks, sup- 
plying, at times, uncomfortable reality. 
The personal planetary complexities and 
design of this man are strong and intense 
and so, of course, produce a powerful 
character. But when this pattern is placed 
against that of the U. S. horoscope and 
viewed without bias, one senses a great- 
er pattern, purpose and coordination of 
forces which forecast a meeting in the 
infinity of national destiny. So the per- 
usal of the horoscope of General Mac- 
Arthur, its impact upon the man him- 
self, and its connection and impact upon 
our country is as philosophically en- 
lightening as it is astrologically inter- 
esting. 

General MacArthur was born on Janu- 
ary 26, 1880, at Little Rock, Arkansas. 
He was the second son of Arthur Mac- 
Arthur, “the boy Colonel of the West.” 
At the time of the infant's arrival, his 
father was fighting Indians in the West 
and Southwest. Young Douglas was thus 
brought up at frontier posts. Certainly, 
the future General had, in his father, an 
example of army excellence, for Arthur 
MacArthur was soon to become Chief of 
Staff of the United States Army. 

The hour of Douglas MacArthur’s 
birth is unknown, therefore the house 
positions and cusps have been: determined 
according to the mother’s birthdate sys- 
tem. This, with the possible exception 
of the Moon, does not change the planets’ 
sign positions. Yet in this chart, the 
Moon could not be in a more indicative 
sign than that of dominant Leo. And the 
boy early gave evidence of the power and 
intensity of his horoscope. 

Early Life 

From the outset he was a brilliant stu- 
dent. At eighteen, having already won 
scholastic gold medals, he scored 700 out 
of a possible 750 entrance points of the 
West Point examinations. More, his 
record for the four following years still 
tops any other so far recorded. 

Meanwhile, the young man’s father 
had been setting down the framework 
of civil government in the Philippines. 
And by 1905, just after the Russo- 
Japanese war, Douglas, now twenty-five 
and a First Lieutenant, became aide to 
the American Military observer in Tokyo, 
General MacArthur, his father. And so

this period afforded the young man his 
first view of the Orient which included 
trips and missions to other Asiatic coun 
tries. Then home again to assignments 
in Texas and the Canal Zone. This was 
followed by two years of desk work in 
Washington. In 1914, as a member of 
the General Staff corps, MacArthur ac- 
companied the expedition which seized 
Vera Cruz in Mexico. 

With the beginning of World War I, 
the now thirty-seven year old Major 
MacArthur began the second phase of 
his life. It was he who conceived the idea 
of and named the famous Rainbow 
(Forty-second) Division, made up of 
National Guard units. Later, in France, 
his personal conduct and military acu- 
men won him some thirteen decorations, 
And after being gassed and wounded in 
1918, he was promoted to brigadier gen- 
eral by Pershing. . 

In 1922 he returned to West Point 
as Superintendent of the Academy. It 
was at this time when his ability to or- 
ganize, modernize and generally step-up 
the efficiency and morale of army me- 
thod and detail, came into well deserved 
recognition. Nevertheless, by 1930, as 
Chief of the General Staff, MacArthur 
had become known as the most popular 
of American military men. Certain that 
Germany and Japan were arming against 
this country, his inspection tours of Eu- 
rope and trips to the Orient, were re- 
garded during those days of U. S. isola- 
tionism, as “warmongering.” Yet the 
man carried through his ideas for the 
defense of his country and against po- 
litical and public opposition. So in 1933, 
“the basic manpower and industrial mo- 
bilization plans which were used in World 
War II, had been prepared under his 
direction.” And by 1944, to continue to 
quote “Current Biography,” “his views 
on war were still the guiding star of the 
best military thought.” The establishment 
of a sound military defense of the 
Philippines was also part of MacArthur’s 
mission to that Pacific outpost. Then in 
1937, at the age of fifty-seven, the Gen- 
eral retired from the Army. And _ the 
second phase of his life closed. 

His recall to active service in 1941 
opened the third phase of his life. Short- 
ly after Pearl Harbor, MacArthur was 
given command of the U. S. armed 
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forces in the Far East. The supplies and 
equipment sent to him fell far short of 
his requests and requirements. This was 
a major factor which determined the 
tragic Batan battle and the subsequent 
unfavorable public opinion against the 
man which continued to dog his days 
throughout the long Pacific campaign. 
And this despite the respect his strategy, 
determination and fortitude won him. 
Oddly enough, however, he was the one 
man whom the Japanese war propaganda 
machine treated with respect. And the 
General, as occupation commander “soon 
became the object of veneration by the 
Japanese.” This dual reputation con- 
tinued to follow him right down to his 
recall by President Truman in the spring 
of 1951. Then, once again, here at home 
and by “coincidence” (that nonsuch word 
to astrologers) MacArthur was at the 
troubled spot at the right time as he had 
repeatedly been during the past fifty 
years. 

Despite his fine record, achievements 
and his justly renowned low casualty 
rates, MacArthur has not always been 
popular with his men or with the Ameri- 
can public in general. Nor has his auto- 
cratic disposition softened with the years. 
Yet it is this very characteristic, plus 
his strength and proud assumption of 
tremendous responsibility which have 
served his country best. His birth chart 
corroborates his determined, brilliant and 
adamant character. But when one places 
his planets against the horoscope of the 
U.S.A., one begins to see a pattern of 
destiny. Why then, has not MacArthur 
had wider appreciation from the nation, 
particularly prior to last spring? The 
answer is that the man’s planetary forces 
have so closely paralleled, supported and 
sustained but not climaxed the nation’s 
destiny in headline fashion. His true mis- 
sion has been, astrologically, far more 
subtle and spiritually vital. 

The first thing that meets the eye in 
MacArthur’s radical chart is the align- 
ment of progressive and conservative 
forces. With five planets on the fixed 
cross and in earth.signs, we have indeed 
the General of the Army, both literally 
and figuratively speaking. Here is a man 
who will not deviate from the right as 
he sees it. Compromise is impossible to 
him, especially where established and 
ageless mores are concerned. Yet he is 
by no means so set that he cannot see 





and strive for the new and better, as is 
witnessed by his Sun, the sole tenant of 
his Aquarius birth sign. More, Uranus, 
the iconoclast, in the conservative sign 
of Virgo, gives him the knack of un- 
usual discrimination. He is able to pick 
his way with an uncanny precision 
through the red tape of bureaucracy, so- 
ciety and custom, moving steadily for- 
ward to new and better uses and ful- 
fillments of the old and basic standards 
and ethics. 

Saturn in the fiery sign of Aries is 
here doubly a pianet of authority and 
pioneering leadership, exacting progress 
in a deliberate, inexorable way. It also 
makes the man as fearless as he is sound- 
ly cautious. These are invaluable traits 
in any general and are proven ones 
when McArthur’s low casualty records 
are reviewed. The conjunction of Mars 
and Pluto in Taurus, with Neptune near- 
by, makes soldiering an all but exclusive 
career. And as these planets are trine to 
Mercury in Capricorn, the sign of the 
scholar, we have not only a soldier, a 
general, but a strategist plus. 

So it is easy to understand why by 
his stars, it was no coincidence that Mac- 
Arthur was born the son of a renowned 
soldier and into his career, so to speak. 
His scholastic record and his power of 
intense concentration are also seen in the 
earth sign planets. Neptune and Mer- 
cury in these signs give him intellectual 
comprehension and a subtle, penetrating 
power to “feel” and understand a prob- 
lem, an academic proposition or a situa- 
tion. So, too, it is clear why the General’s 
rise was a_ steady, forceful progress 
against many odds. He has ever been 
active in the extreme, on the battle front 
or the Washington desk front. And it 
was this intuitive foresight that enabled 
him to establish basic manpower and 
mobilization plans as early as 1933, an- 
ticipating as he did, with uncanny ac- 
curacy, the inevitability of the coming 
war. And this is a tribute to his fortitude 
when we recall that this was done in the 
face of reduced military budgets and the 
isolationist fever of the country at that 
time. He did, in short, what he felt was 
right. He did not hang back in hopeful 
observance of a more popular policy. It 
did not make him friends in either po- 
litical or military circles, but it did do 
his country a great service for which, at 
the time, he received little or no thanks. 
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Orient—Base of Operations 

As most of the Orient and Pacific 
islands lie under the sign of Libra, Mac- 
Arthur’s ascendant sign, we again see in 
this astrological design why this area 
was so frequently and for many years, 
his base of operations. But as most of 
the sign in his birthchart was posited in 
the 12th house of this chart, it was not 
until progression brought it into the last 
decan of the tenth house (the house of 
profession and fame) that the General’s 
oriental prestige was established on a 
world-wide scale. 

Professionally, the power of MacAr- 
thur’s planets are outstandingly evident. 
Unhappily, for the man himself, the per- 
sonal aspects are equally unfortunate. 
The Moon in opposition to the sun, a 
full moon birth, is ever indicative of 
fulfillment. But as the Moon here, in 
the masterful sign of Leo, shows a per- 
sonality who must be king in his own 
environment, and as the Sun is in Aquar- 
ius, a fixed sign which though inspired, 
generous and very ambitious, is no less 
a contradiction, one sees a personality 
that the world, with reason, terms as 
difficult in the extreme. Further, his Sun 
square Neptune makes it hard for the 
man to express his true and deep feel- 
ings. These he hides beneath an all but 
arrogant attitude, a disguise easy for 
the Leo Moon personality to assume. 
More, Venus, the planet which imparts 
graciousness and charm to mortals, is 
isolated and without strong contact. And 
although it is in Sagittarius, the sign of 
the sportsman, the generous and op- 
timistic, it nevertheless lies under the 
quincunx shadow of Pluto and Mars. So 
the lighter qualities of Venus’ charm is 
sacrificed to the stronger Plutonian depths 
and Martian will. This Venus is, how- 
ever, semi-sextile to Mercury, which im- 
parts the gift of wit and repartee. Uran- 
us in Virgo also aids by lending the 
dynamic ability for public speaking, writ- 
ing and conversation. 

Finally we come to Jupiter, tradition- 
ally the planet of Greater Fortune, 
posited alone in the sacrificial sign of 
Pisces. It is this planet in this chart which 
embodies Destiny’s touch to MacArthur’s 
life and which is the link between the 
General and his country’s destiny. On 
the personal side, Jupiter in Pisces is

robbed of much of its material opulence 
and outer benefits. In exchange, how- 
ever, Jupiter in Pisces is mystical, lend- 
ing tremendous religious force and is 
both charitable and compassionate. This 
planet is sextile to Neptune, thus it is 
further rendered inspirational, intuitive 
and sensitive. In opposition to electric 
Uranus, it gives the power of revelation 
to this man. It enables the individual to 
perceive and cope with great issues in 
the world as they form “in other 
worlds’! It was these particular aspects 
of Jupiter, Neptune and Uranus work- 
ing through General MacArthur, using 
him as a vehicle and as an urgently need- 
ed national balance and ‘moral adjuster, 
that gave his April 20th, 1951 address to 
the joint meeting of Congress the quality 
of revelation. It embodied a moral re- 
valuation on a national scale. And it is 
this Jupiter, despite all the martian and 
military powers and justly won honors 
of the man, that makes him, as he said 
he was, “a man of peace.” 

The General’s natal sun in near con- 
junction with the U. S. Pluto enables 
the power of his being to fuse with that 
of the nation. But as this sun is almost 
exactly conjunct the U. S. South Node,* 
or point of national weakness and self- 
created afflictions, so MacArthur’s sun 
“lights up” the nation’s soft spots. It 
was the country’s weakness that made it 
unprepared for war; it was the General’s 
sun, 1.e., his individuality and authority 
that overcame this condition by his plans 
for military and industrial reorganization 
before the danger materialized. It was 
the country’s short-comings that permit- 
ted the Pacific disasters early in the war. 
And again, it was MacArthur’s individu- 
ality and authoritative methods that made 
the best of a bad beginning and high- 
lighted its end. 

With his Saturn square the U. S. Sun, 
we find a strong link between the man 
and the nation, lending a quality of real- 
istic awareness. The Sun-Saturn square 
is a major feature of the U. S. horo- 
scope from Cancer to Libra. MacAr- 
thur’s Saturn in Aries squares the scene 
from another angle, emphasizing the 
militant watchfulness. MacArthur’s Ju-

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piter trines the U. S. Sun, benefiting the 
body of government by its expansive 
and wise influence. But, at the same 
time, this Jupiter.also squares the vital 
U. S. Uranus (and in a wider aspect the 
U. S. Mars). So it is ever true that 
wise advice is usually the last thing a 
person or a country wishes to abide by. 
And in this case, open antagonism against 
the man and his ideas has on several 
occasions resulted.* This is further borne 
out when we see that Mercury in Mac- 
Arthur's chart is in opposition to that of 
the U. S. Mercury. In the overall pic- 
ture, balance between these extremes can 
be had and is had in the final analysis. 
But meanwhile, much talk, dissention 
and contrary opinions are bandied about. 

As MacArthur’s Pluto-Mars conjunc- 
tion is square the U. S. Moon, i.e., na- 
tional consciousness and public opinion, 
as is his Neptune square the U. S. Pluto 
and South Node, practically anything the 
man has said or done of public nature 
prior to 1951 was received with criticism 
by the nation. But as MacArthur’s sun 
widely trines the U. S. Saturn and 
Uranus, making a grand trine between 
him (his sun) and the nation’s solid 
worth and conservative forces (U. S. 
Saturn) and the U. S. dynamic gift for 
change and progress (the U. S. Uranus), 
we find that the General has not only 
been able to put things across regardless 
of public opinions and popular trends, 
but that those things have been far more 
lasting and essential than the passing 
criticism. So again, we find that it is the 
personality of the man that has suffered 
by his stand and works, but never the 
nation which has been so greatly and 
consistently benefited. 

At the time of the General’s recall 
from the Orient, last year, transiting 
Uranus was on the midheaven of his 
natal chart bringing him into sudden des- 
tined prominence. Jupiter had returned 
to its own place, revitalizing the sacri- 
ficial import of the man’s life. Neptune 
in Libra squared his Capricorn North 
Node and Mercury. Pluto in Leo 
squared his own Pluto-Mars. Thus the 
powers that be (transiting Pluto) took 
away MacArthur’s soldiering career. But 
Saturn, in its last retrograde thrust in 
Virgo, formed a grand trine to Mac 
Arthur’s Capricorn and Taurean set-up.

Therefore, regardless of political factions 
and public desires, the General's im- 
personal destiny, operating through per- 
sonal sacrifice, substantiated by the con- 
crete weight of the earth sign trines, was 
able by his speech (Uranus on the mid- 
heaven) to bring the nation to a wider 
and more sobering realization of things 
as they are. 

MacArthur’s address was simple, as 
are all great utterances on grave issues. 
It was dramatic not only because of the 
man’s Leo personality, but because of his 
solemn and inspired penetration of the 
fears and uncertainties of the nation. At 
the same time, the General pointed a 
way out. Characteristically, it was a way 
which required further satrifice from 
the government and the people. It was 
not, therefore, entirely popular with 
either. Whether MacArthur’s proposed 
course in Korea is correct or not, is a 
matter which the infinity of national 
destiny alone can judge. But certain it 
is that this speech came at a needed time 
and has had an influence which, like a 
tidal wave, has grown in power. The 
outer effects accruing therefrom may, in 
the end, be quite different from the ob- 
jective proposals of the General. But no 
one, regardless of personal preferences, 
can fail to agree that General Mac- 
Arthur’s speech unleashed a new and 
vital national moral renaissance. It made 
people think. It stopped us short in our 
easy-going ways of American habit. It 
stiffened the national backbone. And in 
so doing it supplied a strength and ethical 
power which has so far, in this present 
lunar cycle (1945 to 1980) been so con- 
spicuously absent from our nation’s origi- 
nal high principled way of life. Is this 
not then a mission into infinity? 

There are other aspects and indications 
in this man’s chart and other links be- 
tween it and that of his country which 
further study will reward the investi- 
gator. Betimes, with all these “destiny” 
signs linking the man and his country, 
one is not surprised that his name is 
high on the list of possible dark horses 
for the 1952 elections. And in this re- 
gard, we come again face to face with 
the emerging parallel lines. 

There is no question but what Douglas 
MacArthur is a man of destiny in the 
United States planetary design. And be- 
cause of his profession, one unconscious-

Politics and Nature’s Contribution 


Ix the current calendar we have pro- 
gressed to the second of the years 
(1950-59) which compose a Uranian 
Cycle of change and revolutionary hap- 
penings for this present century. 

The 5 in 1952, indicating a No. 5 
Decade Number, and the 2 in 1952, 
known as the End Number, added to- 
gether give a 7, evidence of a continu- 
ance of the deceptive influences in pub- 
lic life from 1951 and some mysterious 
undercurrents covering the National ex- 
perience, especially from Feb. 9th to 
November 27th. 

As this will be a time taken up by 
the political conventions and by the 
Presidential Election itself, it is easy to 
conclude how well these “behind door” 
influences will be employed and that the 
sum total of any changes that are made 
will be quite difficult to discern amid the 
surrounding mist of Neptunian-7 double 
talk. 

It is unlikely that the national or 
world scene will be clouded or that the 
public attention and action will be or- 
ganized in any full scale war. The Rus- 
sians are not ready and for all political 
purposes there is enough war going on 
at present in Korea to keep the pot boil- 
ing over the right mixture of fear, emer- 
gency (7 and 5) and enough prosperity 
(8) at home, to enable the Democrats to 
appeal to the common sense of the people. 

This appeal will have to find its sup- 
port in the facts. These facts are that in 
National Defense the mass instinct to 
self-preservation has been considered; 
that National Pride has been given a 
new reason by the fact that America is 
the first Nation in the world; that ac- 


quisitiveness has been encouraged by un- 
precedented employment and prosperity. 
“Why not continue to concern your- 
selves,” the people will be asked, “with 
your local government; with your fami- 
lies, your private lives and your jobs and 
leave national government to those who 
make it their business, who know it and 
are part of the present Party in power?” 

All that the Republicans can really 
refute this with is much the same line as 
many Communists have taken. “Pros- 
perity! granted! But with all this the 
product of organization of resources and 
technological skills and scientific produc- 
tions, why is it that there is no other 
means of large scale distribution outside 
of keeping a state of war emergency?” 

The two Party political system, proper- 
ly borrowed by early America to ensure 
correction of any governing party that 
might overlook the people’s right to a 
government of the people rather than 
ON the people, became unlikely if not 
obsolete with World War II. It was 
ideal for a Nation that had little to gov- 
ern, direct, control than what was within 
its own borders, within the progress of 
its own people. 

Bigger and noisier is a theme of 
modern life, and it will undoubtedly 
apply to the coming Conventions as well 
as the Election itself. The old time the- 
atrical presentations on which home-spun 
personalities talked to the voters direct 
regarding their ability to improve life 
in an isolated America, have, through the 
recent Election years, changed to more 
of a puppet show directed by unknown 
internationally interested groups, timed 
and presented by technological inventions 
for arresting public attention. 
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It all may seem a case of “Nero fiddl- 
ing while Rome burns” if a little aware- 
ness, knowledge, analysis and under- 
standing were not added to human sym- 
pathy to prove it inevitable and quite 
fitting that “Rome” should burn, as the 
only likely event that would make pos- 
sible a new and better Order. The theme 
of this Order is not in the hands of 
present Party politicians, nor in the 
hands of communists at home or abroad. 
Rather, it is entrusted to the faith and 
secret ambitions of a growing minority 
of intelligent Americans who can think 
for themselves along spiritual as well as 
materially acquisitive lines, and with less 
obstruction in high places, to choose 
leadership to spear-head the New Age 
and the support of disillusioned 
masses, 

Students of the Cosmic Science, those 
who by research into the prophecies, 
both ancient and modern, which have 
gathered attention at widely separated 
parts of the world, are already alerted 
to some of the surprises, the climaxes 
and wholesale changes to be wrought by 
Nature and her upheavals, as well as by 
the action of man within the next few

years. 


Reorganization of the 1940's 

The No. 4 Decade (of the 1940's) 
brought greater changes to the old world 
to both Europe and Asia than had been 
recorded for nearly 500 years. Standards 
of living were changed, Governments and 
economies were changed ; the people were 
killed in thousands and thousands more 
found, themselves in foreign countries 
with all record of their former origins 
gone. By marching men, famine, military 
and political concentration camps, refu- 
gees and D. P.’s became current prob- 
lems, Old spheres of political influence 
shifted and some were reorganized. 

America’s participation in the War, and 
her efforts in occupation and rehabilita- 
tion after 1945, brought changes to the 
domestic scene, not as widely catastrophic 
however. 

The No. 4 Decade number of those 
years, 1939 to 1950, ahead of time, 
measured those great world changes as 
being mostly created and pursued by 
man through the instrumentality of his 
old world leaders and new world sup-

porters, who were ambitious for dominat- 
ing authority and the control of the 
masses. Financial groups from other 
parts of the world, as in the rise of 
Hitler, backed these efforts with the non- 
political wobjective of controlling world 
markets and the natural and human re- 
sources that could supply them. 

The centers of power which were estab- 
lished from 1939 through 1944 to 1950, 
were built upon the assembling, organizing 
and aggressively maintaining resources 
of the status quo, political, industrial, 
financial as at that time available. This 
was indicative of the work of man in 
a No. 4, physical decade. The balance 
of power shifted both in Europe and in 
Asia, and competitive economies and 
political ideologies gathered strength in 
their attacks upon Western Capitalistic 
forms as the first step to preventing 
these from continuing business as usua! 
in a post war world. There was no solu- 
tion through arbitration or through war 
of the newer problems, nor could there 
have been in the same Decade as pro- 
duced them. 

Numerology classifies war, man’s at- 
tempt to dominate and control the actions 
of men; to organize natural and human 
resources with ideals of nationalism, 
Statism, for the benefit of any constituted 
authorities, other than human rights, 
under the No. 4 and 6, both upholders 
of tradition. 

Under the rhythm of this No. 5 Decade, 
1949 to 1960, the direction of human 
trends has swung to an opposite direc- 
tion, that-of revolutionary changes not 
alone produced by dictatorship, vested 
authority, or human ambitions toward 
power, but produced also by the forces 
of Nature expressed through earthquakes, 
floods, storms which can and do easily 
prove shortcuts to destruction of existing 
weather, terrain and other natural con- 
veniences which man takes so much for 
granted. 

So far as man’s efforts at self-destruc- 
tion are concerned, he continues to place 
the possession of things of the economy 
first, and will not change old world forms 
created in a world of scare production 
for anything that shows him how to 
distribute a new age abundance. In the 
face of war he accepts plenty of change. 
Man power is changed to air power, and 
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air power and atomic warfare will be 
used under the work of less men at a 
greater distance from the scene of their 
effect, we are told. 


Putting aside the matter of science, 
which is not created but only applied by 
man; most of the changes talked of are 
still manmade, even if techndlogy plays 
a greater part in them than ever before. 


As a preparation to many new age uses 
for atomic energy, knowledge, experi- 
mentation by man is changing the face 
of Nature, disturbing the balance of 
atmospheric conditions. This proves a 
small change indeed when Nature her- 
self commences to react to this current 
No. 5 Decade of the 1950’s and suddenly 
places modern man’s greatest material 
securities under new oceans, brings fer- 
tility to the lake districts while exposing 
for the workers of a new society under 
more human leaderships than are at pres- 
ent possible, new areas of land, rich with 
all the natural resources to tempt the de- 
velopment of science uncontrolled by 
outmoded systems of private profit. 

The prospect that Nature is not un- 
likely to join in the universal theme 
of change, and to make non-existent the 
human and natural resources which mod- 
ern Nations are willing to sacrifice their 
very lives and liberty to organize and 
control, need not be doubted when we 
consider the latest news from aviators 
of the frozen North. In the last six 
months, they have reported that on their 
mission to check meteorological surveys 
over the North Pole, they have had to 
revise their calculations as to its present 
position. 

3ut—to return to “fiddling”—at the 
time of this writing, President Truman 
is displaying a modern example, like- 
wise substantiating the characteristics of 
his Numerical measurements. The tricks 
of the No. 5 and the illusionary smoke 
screens that can be thrown up around the 
life of one having a birth-date that adds 
and reduces to No. 7, are well known to 
Number students. It cannot be without 
design that this Uranian 5, Neptunian 7 
figure is in the public eye. 

President Truman is revealing both 
his 5 and 7 by his attempts which he 
thoroughly enjoys, to befuddle his asso- 
ciates, the Press and the public as to his 
intentions of running for Office. 


It would be interesting to calculate his 
chart and dater predict what he will do, 
or may have done by the end of Febru- 
ary.* This, however, would be a foolish 
effort. To imagine that an individual 
chart could be a reliable guide, especially 
when the individual in question has sur- 
rendered most individual prerogatives to 
submerged authorities, would be ri- 
diculous. 


The Months Ahead 


February, 9th to 27th, in Numero- 
logical measurements exposed in small 
ways the themes that will be developed 
through the later months of the year, 
in fact until November the 26th. Those 
who feel themselves interested in the 
evolving world and national scene and 
its changes, should pay attention to the 
small pieces of news reported, during 
February, on the “inside pages.” Some 
of these will be the headlines of late 
March and through April. 


April and its vibrations reflected in 
events that are not just political or in- 
ternational, as man sees their importance, 
can give warning to those living in flood 
areas and even other areas not so far 
put to property loss or loss of life, that 
behind the scenes is a threatening and 
powerful Nature, able to suddenly change 
man’s smug security to tragedy and chaos. 

The atomic weather in parts of Califor- 
nia no doubt results from man-made 
experiments in atomic weapons, but they 
are a sample of the repercussions possible 
at other points. The evidences along this 
line were quite severe in usual flood 
areas in late 1951 and they are still 
likely while the No. 7 outer Universal 
Number for 1951 remains as a 7 under- 
current for 1952. 

Nature’s destruction and man’s de- 
structiveness are likely to be combining 
as contribution to our No. 5 Decade 
which promises to make all things new. 
It is quite within reason that all of the 
many good reforms suggested to the 
way humanity is running its affairs could 
hardly get started otherwise, as anyone

Ix the first half of this article we 
discussed the Astrological conditions that 
are to be found in the horoscopes of the 
presidents of the United States. We 
found these to be as follows: Aspects— 
(1) Neptune to Pluto, preferably a trine ; 
(2) Mercury to Pluto, preferably an 
opposition, or Mercury to Neptune, pref- 
erably a sextile; (3) Mars to Moon, 
preferably a trine, or Mars to Neptune, 
preferably a square; (4) Sun to Saturn, 
preferably a square. (5) Many conjunc- 
tions between planets in the presidential 
charts and those in the Declaration chart, 
(6) with at least one presidential planet 
in conjunction with an angular cusp in 
the country’s horoscope. (7) The Sun, 
Moon or Mars in a fixed sign, with 
Mars in Leo the most favored. 

We found that all these conditions 
were fulfilled in 18 out of 31 charts 
analyzed. Coolidge and J. A. Adams di- 
verged from the common pattern on 
three counts—B. Harrison and Harding 
on two apiece, and the following each 
lacked only one qualification: Taft, Van 
Buren, Tyler, Grant, Cleveland, Adams, 
Polk, Filmore and Hayes. 

We also found that a grand trine in- 
volving the Sun-sign ruler, or a trine 
between the Sun-sign ruler and two or 
more other planets in conjunction, was 
an indication of possible greatness in 
office. We found that Washington had 
such a grand trine in Air signs (as in 
the Declaration chart). The other men 
with grand trines involving the Sun-sign 
ruler (but not in Air signs) were, as 
follows: Jefferson, Madison, Jackson and 
W. H. Harrison (who died after a month 


in office) and Arthur. Monroé had a trine 
of his Sun-sign ruler to a conjunction of 
two other planets. Lincoln had this same 
configuration, with one other double and 
one single trine in his chart as well. F. D. 
Roosevelt had a trine between his Sun- 
sign ruler and a conjunction of four other 
planets. Filmore and Grant both had a 
trine involving their Sun-sign ruler and 
two other planets, but in both cases one 
of the Astrological qualifications for the 
presidency was lacking. 

We found that a trine aspect between 
the Sun-sign ruler and one other planet 
could be taken as the sign of a superior 
president, if other factors in the horo- 
scope bore it out. The presidents with 
this configuration were, as follows: 
Adams, Tyler, McKinley, Wilson and 
Truman. 

The horoscopes of the presidents are 
tied in with the Declaration chart through 
the many conjunctions to be found be- 
tween the two. More than this the transit- 
ing planets have almost always touched 
off one or more of these conjunction 
points during the period that any one 
man has held office. Thus, the president 
has been the man of the place (the United 
States) and the time (the emphasis of 
the transiting planets) throughout our 
history. To illustrate this, let us examine 
several of the horoscopes, choosing men 
who have been outstanding and also those 
of more mediocre caliber in order to get 
a rounded picture. 

GEORGE WASHINGTON was not 
only the first president, he was also one 
of the truly great ones. We have seen the 
Astrological mark of possible greatness 
in his grand trine in Air signs involving 
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Neptune, the Sun-sign ruler. Neptune is 
placed at 14 Gemini in conjunction with 
our country’s Ascendant and midway be- 
tween our rising Uranus and Mars. It 
forms a trine to Jupiter at 8 Libra, 
which is in conjunction with our natal 
Saturn. The third angle of the grand 
trine is to be found in Washington’s 
Mercury at 6 Aquarius, in conjunction 
with our natal South Node. This is the 
closest and most beneficial of contacts. 
Where we might lose heart, or doubt 
the value of. our goals, or -become in 
some fashion depleted (the South Node), 
Washington’s Mercury was ready to give 
us comfort and good counsel. Not only 
did his leadership carry through the dif- 
ficult, discouraging years of the Revolu- 
tion, and the disorganized and dishearten- 
ing years that followed, it also kept in 
line the political differences of opinion 
that appeared during his two terms in 
office. Not only is Mercury a part of 
the grand trine, it is also fortified by a 
sextile to Saturn on one side and a sex- 
tile to Uranus on the other. 

Washington’s Uranus is placed at 10 
Sagittarius exactly on our 7th House 
cusp. It is square his Sun, sextile Mer- 
cury, sextile Jupiter, trine Saturn and 
opposition Neptune. Here is the revolu- 
tionary leader par excellence. Here is 
also the First President, who kept well 
to the fore in the eyes of others (the 
7th House) those Uranian principles on 
which his country was founded. Wash- 
ington’s Moon is placed at 18 Capricorn 
(sextile his Mars and square his Pluto), 
in conjunction with the United States 
Pluto—emphasizing our natal Neptune- 
Pluto trine. 


During Washington’s two terms of 
office the transiting planets moved as 
follows:

The Uranian transit is the most sig- 
nificant, for during the two terms of our 
first president it moved* over the Nadir 
of our horoscope and well into our Fourth 
House and also reached the first Fourth 
House square to its own position (8 
Gemini) in the Declaration chart. Thus,

on two counts this period saw the settling 
in (Fourth House square) of the young 
Republic. During this transit Uranus op- 
posed Washington’s Mercury (and our 
South Node), sextiled his Sun-ruler Nep- 
tune (and our Ascendant, Uranus and 
Mars), and sextiled his Jupiter (and 
our Saturn). Thus, the conjoined grand 
trines, with their possibilities for mutual 
good and progress, were touched off by 
the critical Uranian transit. 


_ A lesser augury for good fortune dur- 
ing his terms of office is the transiting 
Jupiter conjoined with our Ascendant- 
ruler, Mercury, at the time of the In- 
auguration. At the same time the transit- 
ing Saturn just past Washington’s Sun 
(at 3 Pisces) and approaching his Ascen- 
dant ruler, (at 29 Pisces) shows with 
what a sober sense of his high respon- 
sibility this first of our presidents first 
assumed office. 


Abraham Lincoln 


If Washington was president at the 
birth of our country, ABRAHAM LIN- 
COLN held the same office when its 
very continuation was in grave peril. He 
is our only war president with no peace- 
time record, for his election touched off 
the time-bomb of civil war. As we have 
seen, his Sun-sign ruler, Uranus, is placed 
at 8 Scorpio trine a conjunction of Mer- 
cury at 10, and Pluto at 13 Pisces. His 
Sun at 23 Aquarius is placed on our Mid- 
Heaven and conjunction our natal Moon. 
It is trine his Mars and square a con- 
junction of his Saturn at 3 and Neptune 
at 6 Sagittarius—which is on the cusp 
of our Seventh House. We see that this 
configuration sets off the Aquarian mood 
of the people (the Moon), our national 
honor and reputation, (the Mid-Heaven) 
in conflict (the square) to the Seventh 
House, which is outright war if com- 
promise fails. Lincoln’s Moon (sextile 
his Jupiter, square his Mars) is placed 
at 24 Capricorn, and—like Washington’s 
—-stresses our natal Neptune-Pluto trine. 


During Lincoln’s presidency the tran- 
siting planets moved as follows:

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From this we would say that, Astro- 
logically, the die had already been cast 
before Lincoln’s election. Transiting Nep- 
tune (the planet, above all, which repre- 
sents our natal political genius for com- 
promise) has just passed the opposition 
to its own point (which is a divisive 
aspect). Transiting Uranus has just 
passed the conjunction with its natal po- 
sition and is retrograde on our Ascen- 
dant. Transiting Saturn is just approach- 
ing a Fourth House square to natal 
Uranus. These are together the most crit- 
ical and divisive transits our country had 
ever faced. To them must be added tran- 
siting Mars in conjunction with our Moon 
and Mid-Heaven. This last transit touched 
off the conjunction between Lincoln’s 
Sun (with its squares to Saturn and 
Neptune) and our Mid-Heaven and 
Moon. Transiting Uranus had, since Au- 
gust 1858, moved back and forth in 
opposition to Lincoln’s conjoined Saturn 
and Neptune on our Seventh House cusp. 
(This covers the period of his “House 
Divided Against Itself” speech, the Lin- 
coln-Douglas debates, the Cooper Union 
Address, and his nomination in May, 
1860.) The die was cast during these 
years, not only in the country’s. chart, 
but in Lincoln’s as well. 

At the time of Lincoln’s death, the 
critical transits had passed, with the ex- 


_ ception of transiting Pluto approaching 


the square to our natal Moon. Transit- 

ing Saturn was retrograde on Lincoln’s 

natal Mars and square his Moon. 
Theodore Roosevelt 

The next president whose horoscope we 
will discuss is THEODORE ROOSE- 
VELT, for—if he was not one of our 
great presidents—he was at least well 
Moreover he was the first 
of the “modern” presidents, whose 
strong Sun-Saturn aspects have com- 
plemented the emphasis that the transit- 
ing planets in Cancer have brought to 
the Sun-Saturn square in our natal chart 
for the past half-century. 

Roosevelt's Moon is placed at 12 Can- 
cer, exactly on the United States Sun. It 
is in opposition to his Mars at 17 Cap- 
ricorn,, which is in wide, approaching 
conjunction with our natal Pluto. His 
peppery, positive personality was thus 
injected right into the middle of those 
economic-political problems of ours that 
are astrologically typified by our Sun- 


above average. 


Saturn square. He dramatized the issues 
and stirred up a great deal of activity, 
and he was the first president to do so. 
Roosevelt’s Saturn at 11 Leo is placed 
in conjunction with our natal North 
Node and close to our Fourth Hose cusp. 
(It is square his Sun and Mercury, 
square Pluto, trine Venus and _ sextile 
Uranus.) His Sun-square-Saturn tough- 
ness was felt constructively (conjunc- 
tion our North Node) right in the foun- 
dational life of our people (the Fourth 
House cusp). His Uranus, retrograde at 
2 Gemini (sextile his Saturn), is close 
to its own position in our natal chart, 
and his Jupiter, retrograde at 21 Gemini 
(opposition his Venus and square Nep- 
tune), is exactly on our natal Mars. Here 
was his ability to stir up our natural 
genius (Uranus) and to fire our imagi- 
nation and our energy (Jupiter on our 
Mars). His Venus at 18 Sagittarius 
(square his Neptune, opposition Jupiter 
and trine Saturn) is very desc riptive of 
his colorful and must disputed foreign 
policy. 


During Roosevelt’s two terms the tran- 
siting planets moved as follows:

The critical — configuration 
of these years was the Uranus-Neptune 
opposition. It was nahiia % n January 
1907 at 10 Capricorn-Cancer, in June 
1907 at 11 Capricorn-Cancer, in January 
1908 at 13 Capricorn-Cancer. It fell, 
thus, in conjunction with our natal Sun 
and square our natal Saturn; it fell 
across the president's Moon- Mars opposi- 
tion. The man, the place, and the time 
had certainly come together. (In our 
national life this opposition—as it was 
growing in force and in its fruition— 
brought us the San Francisco earthquake 
and fire, the Pure Food and Drug Acts, 
the first steps toward conservation of our 
national resources, the first outright effort 
by our government to arbitrate labor- 
industry differences.) With Pluto tran- 
siting our natal Mars the energy of the 
people was brought into play and our 
natal grand trine in Air signs was ac- 
tivated. This had the goodwill of the 


president, with his Jupiter on our Mars.

Woodrow Wilson 


Our next president is WOODROW 
WILSON, who carried further our see- 
saw Twentieth Century battle for do- 
mestic reform, and who was also a war 
president. His first and second adminis- 
trations actually break into two separate 
and distinct parts. 

Wilson’s Sun-sign ruler, Saturn, is 
placed at 10 Cancer on our natal Sun. 
It opposes his Sun, trines his Neptune, 
squares his Jupiter and sextiles his Pluto. 
With Saturn so placed, and so strongly 
aspected, Wilson excoriated us for our 
past greed and went to town with domes- 
tic reform after domestic reform. He 
hit hard and he got results, accomplish- 
ing much more than Roosevelt had done 
—for all of Roosevelt’s greater showiness. 


Wilson’s Mercury at 18 and his Moon 
at 23 Capricorn (sextile his Neptune, 
trine Uranus) are in conjunction with 
our natal Pluto—touching off the polit- 
ical stature of our Neptune-Pluto trine. 
His Ascendant-ruling Mars and THfis 


Venus are both placed at 16 Aquarius 
(square his Uranus), in conjunction with 


our Moon and Mid-Heaven. Here is the 
embattled teacher of democracy, and also 
the president who went to war, suddenly 
and unexpectedly (the squares to Uran- 
us), to defend the national honor (the 
United States Mid-Heaven) and our 
Aquarian ideals United 
Moon). 

During Wilson’s two terms the tran- 
siting planets moved as follows:

During these years Uranus transited 
our natal Mid-Heaven and Moon (and 
Wilson’s Venus-Mars conjunction in 
square to his Uranus). It was exact in 
1916 when Congress authorized the 
President to call an international con- 
ference at the end of the European war 
to consider a “League of Nations.” We 
entered the war just as Saturn was to 
enter Leo and transit through our Fourth 
House in opposition to the transiting 
Uranus and our natal Moon (and to op- 
pose the president’s Venus and Mars and 
square his Uranus). 


During these years Neptune moved 
from the conjunction with our Ascendant- 
ruler, Mercury, and the opposition to our 
natal Pluto (emphasizing the conflict be- 
tween big and little business in our na- 
tional life) almost to the Fourth House 
cusp. By the time it finally opposed our 
natal Moon and Mid-Heaven and Wil- 
son’s conjoined planets in 1922-23, we 
had repudiated in Neptunian fashion 
those Uranian ideals we had put forth 
in 1916-17. 

Our next president is CALVIN 
COOLIDGE, whose horoscope (along 
with that of J. Q. Adams) shows the 
greatest departure from the presidential 
pattern. In his chart we find the Sun-sign 
ruling Moon and Mars both at O Cancer 
(sextile his Neptune), in conjunction 
with Venus and Jupiter in our national 
horoscope. Venus at 9 and the Sun at 
12 Cancer (opposition his Saturn), con- 
join the United States Sun. His Mer- 
cury at 23 Cancer (square his Neptune, 
sextile Pluto and opposition Saturn) con- 
joins our Ascendant-ruling Mercury. His 
Uranus at 0 and Jupiter at 4 Leo (square 
his Neptune) conjoin our North Node. 
His Saturn at 18 Capricorn is wide and 
approaching a conjunction to our natal 
Pluto. 

These are mostly contacts of affection 
and similarity between the two charts; 
and there is no doubt but that Coolidge 
was generally popular during his presi- 
dency, and that he was a stereotype of 
certain traditional Yankee traits, The 
Jupiter-Uranus conjunction square Nep- 
tune, and conjoined with the United 
States North Node, is highly inflationary, 
however. While Coolidge never put it 
into words his blessing on the booming 
stock market and on what John W. Davis 
called “the hot struggle for profit and 
advantage” was implicit in the things he 
did not say or do, and in the make-up 
of his Cabinet. (Note that Wilson with 
Saturn on our Sun and Venus called 
us down for our excesses, while Coolidge 
with Venus and Sun on our Venus and 
Sun gave us full rein.) 

During Coolidge’s time in office the 
transiting planets moved as follows:

Aries on the Seventh 


Tue chart that holds the sign of Aries 
the pioneer on the seventh house par- 
takes of some of the martian energy of 
that sign in all partnership relations. 
Aries is out-going and hot-headed, con- 
sequently his partners are often told in 
no uncertain terms that he or she can 
do without their presence; and he didn't 
know why he ever bothered with them 
in the first place. In matters of romance 
Aries on the seventh likes to feel that 
he is saving the object of his affections 
from a fate worse than death, or raising 
her or him from a position that might 
have terminated in a most unfortunate 
decline in life. What he hardly ever takes 
into consideration is that some people 
do not care to be saved; and again once 
the person is saved, it is all too true that 
the Aries-on-the-seventh native loses in- 
terest in the rescued one. His problem 
is to be a little quieter and more retiring 
in the alliance, and if possible to keep 
his ardor at a steady flame instead of a 
spasmodic conflagration. 

The Sun in the seventh in Aries is 
often the testimony of an_ influential 
partner, and in a large number of cases, 
the marriage is brought about by a friend 
of the Sun-sign. It is an aggressive 
placement, but a noble one. 

The Moon in the seventh in Aries is 
not a very happy position for this watery 
planet. Being out of her element, she is 
attracted to strange persons and the love 
affairs have mysterious features. Being 
completely above-board in matters of 
love is the duty of this Moon. 


Mercury in the seventh in Aries al- 
ways gives the possibility of a literary 
partner, but also one who is noted for 
temper. The only remedy is to shout the 
other down, and this does not always 
work. The result more likely is a loss of 
voice more often than the settlement of 
the dispute. 

Venus in the seventh in Aries makes 
it difficult for the native to keep track 
of his loves, especially if there is some- 
thing about them that appeals to his de- 
sire for being a one-man Salvation Army. 
There is many a man with this place- 
ment who has been victimized by a 
woman simply because he couldn’t tell 
crocodile tears when he saw them. 

Mars in Aries in the seventh is an ex- 
tremely dangerous and violent placement, 
more so because the actions of this posi- 
tion are usually unpremeditated. When 
there are mitigating placements of other 
planets, the effect of this placement may 
be softened, but if the planet is afflicted 
from other quarters, it gives a nature that 
is almost ferocious when aroused. You 
with this Mars provoke violence from 
others. Don’t is the most pertinent ad- 
vice to give to this aspect, and especially 
don’t without thinking first! 

Jupiter in the seventh house in Aries 
will in most cases give gain through mar- 
riage, and marriage is the means of 
making the native more prominent even 
if only im a social way. It predicts a 
jovial and aggressive mate. 

Saturn in Aries in the seventh is the 
index of a jealous and exacting partner, 
and woe unto the mate who is even seen 
speaking to another man or woman. 
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Often the partner has been married be- 
fore, but in any case Saturn in any sign 
in the seventh house delays marriage. 
Affection with this position is likely to 
be limited to words and not actions. 

Uranus in any sign in the seventh 
finds it hard to subdue his own erratic 
individuality in bowing to any other per- 
son’s wishes, and for this reason is not 
gifted in keeping any partnership agree- 
ment, from abrupt dissolution. 


Taurus on the Seventh 

A Venusian ruled sign on the seventh 
house gives a charm of manner and an 
attraction for the opposite sex that lasts 
well into the mature years. Usually a 
native with this placement marries happily 
at an early age, but suffers however if 
the chart belongs to a man, from a rather 
undemonstrative attitude in matters of 
the heart, coupled with a great deal of 
possessiveness. Often Taurus on the 
seventh is encouraged to marry for 
money, which is rather unfortunate, for 
this sign does need affection, and that 
not always forthcoming with the dollar- 
bill. There is some question in the mind 
as to what his family deserves in the way 
of luxuries and necessities, and he can 
be very penny-wise and pound-foolish ; 
but this seventh house does bear up 
better than most signs on the seventh. 
He or she often marries a partner who 
brings aid in business, either with finan- 
cial backing or with ideas for improve- 
ment. 

The Sun in Taurus in the seventh 
sometimes is inclined to form liaisons that 
may react in entanglements of a legal 
nature, subsequently making financial 
remuneration a necessity. 

The Moon in Taurus in the seventh 
is noted for its secret love-affairs. It 
sometimes gives strange attractions that 
begin as an interest in the partner’s vocal 
powers, and bestows affinity for singers 
and actors. 

Mercury in Taurus in the seventh 
makes it very difficult to keep the mar- 
riage on a legal footing, and causes 
trouble in the relationship through gossip, 
unless great care is taken. 

Mars in Taurus in the seventh gives 
a plurality of love affairs, somewhat 
phlegmatic in behavior. The native lets 
himself be loved instead of loving.

Venus in Taurus in the seventh delays 
marriage unless there is a favorable as- 
pect from the tenth house; this place- 
ment is usually so busy making money 
and spending it on the wrong people that 
there is little time left for marriage in 
the accepted sense of the word. é 

Jupiter in Taurus in the seventh is 
always the signature of gain through the 
marital relation, especially in business 
matters. There is a financial windfall that 
very few other Jupiterian placements can 
boast of. 

Saturn in Taurus in the seventh gives 
the native an interest in the wrong type 
of woman or man, normally referred to 
as gold-diggers and gigilos, and the native 
suffers from it but unfortunately does 
not learn from experience. : 

Uranus in Taurus in the seventh is 
rather an odd position for this erratic 
planet. It makes the uncertain qualities 
of Uranus a little steadier. It gives an 
attraction to the entertainment field. Per- 
sons with this placement are still very 
young in years. ; 

Natives with Neptune in Taurus in 
the seventh are past middle age. Suffice 
it to say that marriage with this position 
has always meant that the partner had 
strange fancies or was 6ut of the ordin- 
ary in some way. 

Neptune in any sign in the seventh 
house is not a happy placement. It causes 
the native to be interested in those per- 
sons tor whom pity is felt rather than 
actual love. Often the partner is crippled, 
blind, or in some way incapable of an 
ordinary marital relationship. On_ the 
other hand Neptune here presages a part- 
ner who is oftentimes the spiritual coun- 
terpart of the native rather than the 
physical. 


Gemini on the Seventh 
Gemini on the seventh house is almost 
singularly mental. It can be argued that 
it is without that type of love and affec- 
tion that characterizes, say, Leo, and such 
an assumption is quite true, Ideas and 
conversation are worth more to Gemini 
than caresses or kisses. Often he can 
carry on two love affairs simultaneously 
without the slightest qualm, therefore the 
presence of this sign on your seventh

World Day

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Feb. 
29, 1952—From morning until early 
evening today, about a thousand men 
and women of many faiths filed past 
a small sign that said “Meditation 
Room,” entered a simply decorated 
chamber and prayed for peace and 
the success of the United Nations. 

There were Protestants and Cath- 
olics, Jews, Moslems, a few Hindus 
and some who left the religious affil- 
iation space on the registry card 
blank. Some stayed a few minutes, 
others up to an hour. Some knelt 
on the carpet-covered floor. The 
Voslems knelt on white prayer rugs. 
Others bowed their heads or stared 
at the illuminated globe in the front 
of the room. 


Outside the Meditation Room—it 
formerly was a press conference 
chamber—officers of the Laymen’s 
Movement for a Christian World 
shook hands with the visitors, and 
quietly ushered them in. As they 
entered the room, visitors were 
handed a card recounting the Lay- 
men’s movement's efforts to have 
prayer and meditation become part 





of the proceedings of the interna- 
tional organization, 

Today’s observance was a part 
of a World Day of Prayer 

The little card suggested that each 
individual each day pray for the 
delegates of the United Nations as 
a group but “choose at least one mgn 
for whom you will offer special 
prayers.” On the back were the 
names of all of the delegates, run- 
ning aphabetically from Sarder Mo- 
hammed Naim of Afghanistan to 
Ables Bebler of Yugoslavia and po- 
litically from Warren R. Austin of 
the United States, who attended the 
prayer vigil, to Jacob A, Malik of 
the Soviet Union, who did not. 

Most of those who came to pray 
—the majority were women—had 
heard of the prayer vigil directly 
from the Laymen’s Movement or 
from friends. There were visitors 
from New York, Georgia, New Jer 
sey and other states, including a 
representative of Pocahonta Ar 
kansas, and a Mennonite from Penn- 
sylvania. 

As far as the United Nations is 
concerned officially, the question of 
prayer has become one of top im- 
portance. The mail that comes from 
all over the world has shown that 
the letter-writing public is strongly 
in favor of a place to pray at the 
headquarters and the introduction 
of prayers as part of the meetings. 
As a result, General Assembly 
sessions now are opened and 
closed with a moment of silence 
for prayer or meditation. 

Because of the variety of faiths 
that make up the United Nations, 
the officials here decided some time 
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ago that the best solution would be 
to set aside a meditation room in- 
stead of a prayer room. It was agreed 
to have a simply furnished room, 
without any religious symbols, a 
place where any man or woman could 
come, sit quietly and pray or just 
think. 


Permanent Room Planned 


The first meditation room was set 
up at Lake Success. Another one 
was created at Flushing Meadow. At 
the sixth session of the General 
Assembly in Paris a small meditation 
room was set up near the committee 
chambers. It did not attract many 
visitors. A permanent meditation 
room will form part of the marble- 
sided General Assembly Hall build- 
ing here, still under construction. 

The room used today is on the 
second floor of the secretariat sky- 
scraper. Two vases had been filled 
with white flowers—tulips, snap- 
dragons and lilacs. At one side stood 
the blue and white banner of the 
United Nations. At the other were 
grouped small flags of the sixty 
members. 

The large illuminated globe was 
the center of attention. Every two 
hours or so, some members of the 
Laymen’s Movement would enter the 
room quietly and turn the globe 
so that at some time during the day 
each part of the world faced the 
front.

March 3, 1952 
JERSEY LAWS LEFT UNDISTURBED 


Washington, March 3—New Jer- 
sey laws requiring the daily reading 
of five verses of the Old Testament 
in public schools and permitting the 
recitation of the Lord's Prayer, 
were left undisturbed by the Su- 
preme Court today. 

Justice Clarence E. Case, who 
wrote the Supreme Court opinion, 
stated: 

“We consider that the Old Testa- 
ment, because of its antiquity, its 
content, and its wide acceptance, ts 
not a sectarian book when read 
without comment.” 

The court also acknowledged that 
“while it is necessary that there be 


a separation between church and 
state, it is not necessary that the 
state should be stripped of. religious 
sentiment.” 

Heyman Zomel contended that 
the New Jersey statutes calling for 
reading of Old Testament verses in 
the public schools violated the first 
and fourteenth amendments to the 
Constitution. 

The first amendment forbids laws 
on establishment of religion. The 
fourteenth prohibits the abridgement 
of citizenship rights.

I have just read with a sinking 
(and sickening) heart the prediction 
of Rupert Gleadow (March Ameri- 
can Astrology) that Harry Truman 
will be re-elected. If this proves to 
be a fact, God help America. 

In this article (Exalted Planets) 
Mr. Gleadow makes two inconsistent 
statements, 1.e., “Either Truman will 
not be re-elected or he will have a 
very troublesome year in office,” 
and then goes on to state definitely 
that “The Truman administration 
will clearly be re-elected.” Why two 
such conflicting statements? This is 
very confusing, especially to those 
readers not versed in the technicali- 
ties of astrology yet who are “seek- 
ing.” Such conflicting statements as 
this give critics of astrology an 
opening to blast it uncercifully and, 
it must be admitted, with under- 
standable reason even to those of us 
who are firmly convinced of the 
Truth of the Cosmic Science. As a 
student of astrology I am well aware 
that one configuration in a chart can 
indicate “Yes” while another says 
“No” so that the over-all pattern 
must be considered in order to de- 
termine the stronger of the two and 
that where there is doubt thé final 
opinion must of necessity be “May- 
be.” But in this case if, as he says, 
Mr. Gleadow is so certain that the 
Truman administration will be re- 
elected then it seems to me that his 
first statement could have been left 
unsaid with such definite assurance. 
In the interest of astrology it is ad- 
visable, I think, that Astrologers con- 
fine their statements to a definite 
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“Yes” or “No” or “Maybe.” 

To those of us who love and be- 
lieve in the American Way of Life 
and who oppose the Socialistic trend, 
wasteful extravagance and corrupt 
stench of the Truman administration 
with all our hearts and souls, and 
who abhor the “little” (and I mean 
little) man from Missouri for 
everything he stands for, Mr. Gilea- 
dow’'s astrological opinion leaves us 
little hope. But at least he did leave 
us one tiny, though seemingly hope- 
less, ray. He says, quote: “Sep- 
timus Severus, not knowing the hour 
of his birth, looked round for a wife 
whose horoscope foretold that she 
should be empress. He found one, 
married her, and became emperor of 
Rome. This is how the Republicans 
should go to work in their choice of 
a candidate. But of course it is not 
$o easy.” 

EASY OR NOT, let's find that 
woman! If there is such conviction 
among Astrologers in general that 
Truman is likely to be re-elected and 
if there is the slightest chance that 
the majority of “We, the People” 
can “beat his political Stars,” then 
it behooves every good and patri- 
otic astrologer to exert his efforts 
in that direction. Look into the birth 
charts of the wives of the Repub- 
lican candidates, Astrologers! First 
of all, concentrate on the chart of the 
wife of Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
the man who, above all others in my 
opinion, is needed to lead our nation 
through its present perilous crisis 
_.. the man who could, and would, 
bring us back into alignment with 
the true American ideal and at the 
same time make Stalin shake in his 
Red shoes. 

Let us have an astrological analy- 
sis of Gen. MacArthur, Mr. Clancy. 
Is there any astrological basis for 
the hope (of many) that some 
strong undercurrent may sweep him 
out in the running and IN? I am 
not sufficiently learned in astrology 
to arrive at any conclusions myself 
with regard to mundane matters.

No doubt General MacArthur will be 
a deciding factor in this election whether 
he is personally a candidate or not, and 
for that I think we may indeed be thank- 
ful. 


Astrologically as well as politically and 
I think from many points of view, the 
balance of power at the moment favors 
Gerferal Eisenhower and Senator Taft in 
about equal measure.. A prior astro- 
logical study of his key cycle for the 
New Hampshire primary showed Gen- 
eral Eisenhower's astrological strength 
and the stars did not lie.

We have been thinking of your 
statement that you no longer handle 
Raphael's Ephemeris because “we 
have found so many errors in it in 
the past .” And we have been 
quite amused about this as more and 
more errors showed up in the 1952 
American Astrology Ephemeris. 


For January 23rd the Moon 
(“after 6 hrs.”) is off almost 1 de- 
gree. 

July 1 gives the Moon’s Node in 
Scorpio! 


Table of Contents lists “Conjunc- 
tions and occuitations of planets... 
page 64.” There is nothing of the 
kind on page 64. 

Without having studied the aspec- 
tarian very closely, I have noted 
these errors and omissions for the 
current period: 

February 15: Moon conjunct Nep- 
tune should read about 5:04 p.m. 
rather than 9:11 p.m. 

February 10: Mercury 
Jupiter missing. 

March 6: Venus sextile Jupiter ts 
missing. 

I have encountered these in using 
the ephemeris, and no doubt a dili- 
gent search for additional errors 
would be fruitful. As you have 
strongly recommended this ephe- 
meris | was sure you would be inter- 
ested in this matter. And as I am 
sure Clancy Publications will real- 
ize that this is constructive criticism 
aimed at producing a more accurate 
ephemeris, I am sending a copy of 
this letter to Paul G. Clancy.

Through the courtesy of Mr. Grant I 
take pleasure in telling you that I wel- 
come criticisms of American Astrology 
Ephemeris. This I will continue to do 
until such time as there appears an astro- 
logical ephemeris coming anywhere near 
our ephemeris in accuracy. That day 
hasn't yet come and I have no idea when 
it may.

Your criticisms are correct. The 
moon’s position at 6:00 p.m., E.S.T. on 
January 23, 1952 is 20 degrees Sagit- 
tarius 55.5’ instead of 20 degrees Sagit- 
tarius 5.5’; the omission of a “5” was 
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a typographical error. The moon’s node 
on July Ist is obviously in Aquarius; 
the substitution of another sign was also 
a typographical error. 

The omission on page 64 came about 
during a long illness of the editor. The 
conjunctions and occultations were 
placed in the phenomena on pages 27 to 
49 in an effort to shorten the pagination. 
The oversight in the table of contents 
was not discovered until after the print- 


‘ing. This omission has been corrected by 


the publication of the desired table in 
the January issue of American Astrology 
and by the addition of a printed slip 
within copies of the ephemeris since 
sold. 

To date no errors in positions have 
been found which are not plainly typo- 
graphical—and the latter have been very 
few. The computation of an ephemeris 
is something only the expert should at- 
tempt and any astronomer will always 
be glad to explain his methods of arriv- 
ing at the positions stated—but it is 
otherwise with the aspectarian. 

Our experience has ever been this: 
the astronomer who is engaged to do the 
computation “farms out” the aspectarian, 
He has little professional interest in it 
because all that is involved are the solu- 
tions of the simplest sort of algebraic 
equation. However the work is tedious 
and that’s that. We are still shouting 
that the astronomy of our ephemeris is 
of unparalleled accuracy among astro- 
logical publications.

Your quotations from the Syllabus of 
Pius IX of December 1864, also from 
Priest Hecker in the Catholic World of 
July 1870 et al; are of course interesting, 
but to me not impressive. After all, the 
Catholic Church is a very well organized 
secular unit and that is not anything for 
which they should be condemned, in my 
opinion. 

If the thing is worth doing at all, it is 
worth doing well, but in the last analysis, 
the Catholics practice their religion ac- 
cording to their faith in their own way; 
likewise the Jews practice their religion 
according to their faith and in their own 
way and there is no reason why these 
should conflict. However far apart they 
may be in ritual, the basic premise is the 
same. 

Personally L practice my religion ac- 
cording to my faith in my own way. 
That does not happen to involve mem- 
bership in any church or religious or- 
ganization of any kind, but neither does 
that bring me into conflict with those who 
do have such affiliations. Even though 
I may not appreciate the necessity for 
the various rituals that are practiced, I 
realize that we are all headed in the same 
direction. 

The point at issue is that we do be- 
lieve in the existence of a Supreme 
3eing. This must be not merely the in- 
tellectual acceptance ‘of an idea but be- 
yond that a realization of a truth that 
comes from the heart. This is the germ 
of all religions and is not limited to civil- 
ized society. Your Australian bushman 
knows this just as surely as your most 
highly educated Caucasian. 
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Personally I think it is unfortunate 
that there should be mutual distrust and 
suspicion to the point of enmity between 
people of various religious faiths. How 
can they expect to win the battle against 
the forces of “Nihilism?’” Don’t they 
know that a house divided must fall? 

Of course our founding fathers made 
certain that in our constitution the state 
government was clearly defined as not 
being in any way dependent upon or in- 
fluenced by the religious beliefs of those 
in power. In fact, by making religious 
freedom a cardinal principle of our con- 
stitution, they thereby eliminated auto- 
matically any possibility of such religious 
interference. Naturally with individuals 
of various religious faiths in the govern- 
ment, it would not be a practical possi- 
bility to select the religious affiliation of 
any particular officer of the government 
as the dominant one.

This is supported by 
tables at the bottom of pages 36 and 
37 and in the second paragraph, 
second column, page 36 as well as 
the last paragraph on page 37. 


The Commander is correct as to 
his latitude, but for longitude my 
Mdp of the Universe, made up im 
1950, shows Deneb at 20 h-39m 
R/A in Aquarius and Fomalhaut at 
22h-55m R/A in Pisces and these 
positions of longitude are supported 
at pages 333 and 336 of the Ameri- 
can Ephemeris and Nautical Alman- 
ac for the Year 1952 issued by the 
United States Naval Observatory at 
Washington, D. C., Captain G. W. 
Welker, U.S.N. Superintendent. 
There must be some explanation for 
this difference. Can you have it 
clarified?

There is no error in the relative posi- 
tions of Fomalhaut and Deneb as they 


appeared in the March number of 
American Astrology. 


The fact that these stars are only 
about a degree apart in longitude al- 
though separated over thirty degrees (or 
2 hours) in R.A., arises because they 
are so far apart. in latitude—over 80 de- 
grees! They are almost poles apart, 
therefore R.A. is almost no guide as to 
what the longitude may be. 


If you use the equations of trans- 
formation from R.A. to longitude you 
will see this to be true. The equations 
are: 

Cosec R.A. X tan Decl. = tan N; 
then from angle N subtract 23° 26’ 52” 
or e which was the obliquity of the eclip- 
tic on January 1, 1952. This gives you 
both N and N-e. Then proceed tan R.A. 
x sec N X cos N-e = tan Long. and 
lastly tan N-e X sin Long. = tan Lati- 
tude. (Be careful to observe positive and 
negative signs of functions as you pro- 
ceed. ) “

WHODUNIT! 


The editor shares in the well nigh 
universal interest in mystery thrillers, 
the popular “Whodunit.” Rarely is 
the culprit revealed as the obviously 
suspicious character who has_ skulked 
through the pages with guilt written all 
over him—usually this unhappy soul 
turns out to be just as confused as every- 
one else. 

Our fondness for mysteries is not 
something acquired in later years en- 
gendered by the constant conflicts and 
confusions of Life. The urge to solve 
mysteries seems to be quite basic in hu- 
man nature and is often carried to the 
extreme where we even deliberately com- 
plicate the simplest activities of life to 
the point of mystery, in order that we 
may experience the pleasure of solving 
the riddle. What child does not thrill to 
the reading of the original “Whodunit ?”, 
“Who killed Cock Robin ?” 

From this point of view the recently 
published autobiography of President 
Truman has passages of great signifi- 
cance. One in particular occurs in the 
unmailed letter which Mr. Truman claims 
he wrote and read to (then Secretary 
of State) James F. Byrnes. 

Referring indirectly to the organization 
of the United Nations at San Francisco 
in October 1945—under date of Jan. 
5, 1946 Mr. Truman wrote: 


“At San Francisco no agreements 
or compromises were ever agreed to 
without my approval.” 


In those wofds Mr. Truman clearly 
unequivocally accepts full responsibility 
for the final decisions that resulted in 
all past and present participation of the 
United States of America in the activi- 
ties of the United Nations. He makes it 
clear that the final structure of the or- 
ganization to the smallest detail insofar 
as it involved the United States was con- 
structed with his personal approval. 

If you happen to be one of those in- 
dividuals who looks upon the United 
Nations as the embodiment of the “Hope 
of the World,” then you must (by the 
rules of evidence on the strength of 
that confession) give full credit to 
“this man from Independence.” You may 
on the other hand happen to be one 
of the disaffected members of the na-

STARS IN TAURUS 


As in the case of the sign Aries, the 
sign Taurus begins with no stars of par- 
ticular importance. We pass by Hamal in 
the 7th degree of Taurus, noting only 
that it is Alpha, or chief star, of the 
constellation (not the sign) Aries. Its 


influence is said to be of the nature of 


Saturn and Mars, as also is Menkar, or 
Alpha of the Whale, in the 13th degree 
of Taurus. 

We come to no important star until 
we near the end of Taurus. Beginning 
with the 25th degree of Taurus and con- 
tinuing for several signs to come we 
have a wide sector of the heaven crowd- 
ed with stars of importance. In the 25th 
degree is Algol, the Demon Star, called 
by Robson “the most evil star in the 
heavens.” Lastly in the 29th degree is 
Aleyone, chief star of the cluster known 
as the Pleiades, of great spiritual fame. 
With the following remarks about Algol 
and Alcyone we conclude our exposition 
of stars in Taurus. 

ALGOL 

Algol must be a very singular star to 
astrologers because it is a challenge to 
the accepted rule about placing a fixed 
star in the horoscope. Algol’s latitude is 
about 22 degrees north hence is well out- 
side of the Zodiac which, as you may 
recall, extends eight degrees either north 
or south of the ecliptic. Because it is 
not a zodiacal star it should not be 
placed in a horoscope like one of the 
planets. Theoretically it should never be 
placed in the chart of an individual; still 
the lore of astrology has much to say 


about the devastating effect of this fixed 
star in the lives of individuals when the 
star was prominently placed or with 
sun, moon or planets. So placed or in 
association with these only its longitude 
was taken into Account, ignoring its 
rather high latitude. This is contrary to 
rule and I do not know how to explain 
it except to suppose that the individuals 
who were hung, beheaded or otherwise 
suffered eclipse were in some way leaders 
of groups of individuals in which case 
there is some argument for exception to 
the rule. s 

It is otherwise when we come to the 
consideration of national charts or the 
charts of such important events as the 
conjunctions of Saturn and Uranus 
which occur every 45 years. When these 
two big planets form their conjunction, 
the fixed star whose longitude is nearby 
or whose longitude is opposite to that of 
Saturn and Uranus colors the happen- 
ings of the following 45 years in a very 
striking manner. In 1897 Saturn and 
Uranus were conjoined in 25 Scorpio; 
opposite to this (in 25 Taurus) was 
Algol, the demon star. In 1879 the dia- 
mond jubilee of Queen Victoria was 
celebrated—60 years a queen! However 
with the new. configuration the Victorian 
era came to an énd and an era of world 
wars began. After 1897 whenever Saturn 
and Uranus formed a square or oppasi- 
tion to 25 Taurus we have had either a 
world war or one of the try-outs for 
world war such as the Balkan war! In 
fact every war in world history between 
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1897 and 1945 is plainly marked in the 
chart of the conjunction of those two 
bodies in 1897: a fact that I described 
in detail in the 1942 yearbook of the 
American Federation of Astrologers. 
Only one war during this period, the 
Boer War, is an exception to this. All 
others are plainly marked by one funda- 
mental phenomenon: the conjunction® of 
Saturn and Uranus is 25° Scorpio 35’ in 
opposition to Algol’s longitude, 25° Taur- 
us 22’, plus the tradition of Algol as a 
star of evil bringing war, murder and 
sudden, violent death. 

It is needless to point out, in connec- 
tion with what I have just written that 
when Saturn and Uranus approached 
each other in Taurus we had World War 
II which reached its culmination when 
each passed 25 Taurus but then a change 
came. The two heavy planets formed a 
new conjunction, this time in the 29th 
degree and the era of Algol came to an 
end. The war itself came to an end 
three years later and not only that but 
world wars such as we have known will 
no longer clutter up the historical scene. 

We pause to add that Algol is a clear 
white star; it is the 2nd star or Beta of 
the constellation Perseus and marks the 
head of Medusa (with snakes for hair) 
which the hero, having severed, holds 
aloft. It has been an easily observed fact 
that in a period of 2 days, 21 hours its 
light varies from & magnitude of 2% to 
3% and back again. It is the most char- 
acteristic of a class of stars known as 
eclipsing binaries for Algol is a white 
star with a dark companion which circles 
him in that period and reduces his light. 
As stars go Algol is distant and big. As 
a whole its system is approaching the 
Solar system, but will not pass close to 
it at any future time. It is not easy to 
find but Algol is directly overhead over 
New York City at nine o'clock in the 
evening of 23rd of December, yearly. 

On July 1, 1952 the longitude of Algol 
will be 25° Taurus 30’ 14”, its latitude

N. 22° 25’ 17” or in equatorial coordi- 
nates its R.A. will be 46° 15’ 53” and 
declination N. 40° 46’ 25”. Its average 
advance per year in apparent longitude 
is 50".19. To the first order of approx- 
mation the zodiacal positions of Algol in 
past and future time may be taken from 
the table at bottom of this page. 
ALCYONE 

Nearly everyone recognizes at sight the 
little cluster of stars known as the 
Pleiades. In North America they are 
popularly known as the “Little Dipper.” 
In the folk-lore of many peoples they 
are related to the seven stars of the 
Great Bear (Ursa Major) or the “Big 
Dipper,” which we described last month. 
For instance in early Hindu literature, 
we are informed that every newly mar- 
ried couple worshipped the Pleiades on 
first entering their future home before 
they worshipped the polar stars. The 
seven brightest stars of the Pleiades were 
the “wives” of the seven stars of the 
“Big Dipper.” They embody the mother 
or femaie principle of life and are re- 
lated to what we know as Nature: the 
symbol of divine worship. 

This remarkable cluster of stars which 
ride ahead of the Bull (Taurus), who is 
pursued by Orion, the hunter, is visible 
from late summer to early spring. Among 
them we pick the brightest for closer 
attention. This is Alcyone, a greenish 
yellow star of the 3rd magnitude which 
is catalogued as Eta Tauri, sometimes as 
25 Tauri. It has quite a history. It was 
among the first stars mentioned in astro- 
nomical literature, beginning with the 
Chinese annals of 2357 B.C., at which 
time Alcyone was near the vernal equinox 
and welcomed the spring along with the 
sun, being close to zero degrees of both 
latitude and declination. It is noteworthy 
that this date is close to the Biblical 
dating of the flood, in reality the wide- 
spread floods which inundated Mesopo- 
tamia as revealed by archaeological re- 
search. The Pleiades are associated with 
water in various ways and are sometimes 
called the Weepers for this reason. When 
Cortez came to Mexico in 1519 he heard 
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a very ancient tradition of the destruc- 
tion of the world by flood in some long 
past age at a time of year when the 
Pleiades culminated at midnight. Nowa- 
@ays they culminate at midnight around 
the 21st of November. November is the 
“Pleiad-month” in the traditions of 
many peoples, civilized or savage. The 
Druids held midnight rites on the Ist of 
November and the Christian church per- 
petuates the idea in the three days: Hal- 
loween, All Saints’ (Nov. 1) Day and 
All Soul’s (Nov. 2) Day. In the days of 
Moses they culminated at midnight ten 
days after the autumnal equinox and 
this, is commemorated by the Jews of to- 
day as their Day of Atonement. 

So, You see, there is much associated 
with the Pleiades, and Alcyone in par- 
ticular, so much that a book could easily 
be written on the subject. All sorts of 
things have their origin in what the book 
of Job calls “the sweet influence of the 
Pleiades.” For instance there is a well- 
known street in London called Petticoat 
Lane. The name goes back to London in 
Roman times when brokers used to hang 
feminine under-garments out before their 
shops. As the Pleiades were associated 
with water, wash-day was popularly so- 
connected and even to this day we speak 
of wash sales and wash businesses.” 

ALCYONE AND THE FUTURE 

But we are most of all interested in 
what Alcyone has yet in store, for us. 
At 8:15 am., (E.S.T.), May 3, 1942, 
Saturn and Uranus were once more con- 
joined, this time in 29° Taurus 20’ when 
Alcyone’s longitude was 29° Taurus 11’. 
Moreover, Alcyone is a zodiacal star and 
may be entered in the horoscope in the 
ordinary manner. From this it is evident 
that the sweet influence of the Pleiades 
will take preeminent place in world his- 
tory from 1942 to 1988-89. Things 
feminine will come to the fore whether 
the males (including the writer) fancy 
the idea or not. Even in the armed serv- 
ices many functions have been taken 
over lately by women and why not? With 
mere man making himself comparatively 
useless via atomic warfare, why shouldn’t 
women take over? Perhaps they can 
run wars and government better than 
we can. Britains-has now a queen who 
has Alcyone squarely on the foundation 
point (nadir) of her horoscope! And 
Alcyone is preeminently the foundation 
star! 


Because the domain of things maternal 
and feminine is in the natural world we 
shall soon enough find that Nature will 
reveal to us wonderful things of which 
we do not even dream. Even the atomic 
bomb is a gift of nature which if em- 
ployed effectively eliminates warfare 
such as we have known. This does not 
mean that war has beén eliminated. As- 
saults may be made against the new 
order of nature now coming in. One 
may be made quite soon when Pluto 
transits between 25eand 29 degrees of 
Leo but assaults, such as the misuse of 
atomic power, against the new order of 
nature will not only not succeed but 
there will result such changes as pros- 
pective assailants never foresee. 

The ultimate is the appearance in na- 
ture of a new order of being higher than 
the human: the so-called kingdom of 
heaven (literally the kingdom of the 
skies) of the Gospels. The 20th century 
is the gestation period of the new order: 
the uncomfortable first months of preg- 
nancy (the world wars, so-called), the 
comfortable months which normally fol- 
low (the present, until 1989) and lastly 
the ordeal of child-birth in the closing 
decade of this century. The New Birth 
will be in the spring (April) of the yeat 
2000 when Alcyone enters Gemini: a 
dating which Scripture and Great Pyra- 
mid prophecy corroborate with truly re- 
markable accuracy. 

All this concerning Alcyone is the 
Pleiades (the Hen and her Chicks) fol- 
lows a tradition that Alcyone is the 
centre of the universe. This requires ex- 
planation because Alcyone and the Plei- 
ades cannot qualify as a centre in the 
universe as we know it astronomically. 
Our sun and its system together with 
billions of other suns and systems lies 
in the Milky Way galaxy or island uni- 
verse. The center of the galaxy lies in 
a direction in longitude between 22 and 
23 degrees of Sagittarius. The Pleiades 
are a cluster well above the plane of the 
galaxy and are probably on their way to 
becoming a globular cluster and eventu- 
ally the nucleus of another galaxy of the 
most remote future. Just how this ties 
in with the occult tradition is more than 
I can surmise. Probably the tradition 
concerns the future but maybe it concerns 
the far past because the earth (again 
by tradition) was originally not a mem- 
ber of this solar system but is “the 
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little daughter of a long-lost brother” of 
our sun. There is a star in Taurus, 
labelled 46 Tauri, which is practically 
the double of our sun even as to direc- 
tion and speed of travel—of course I 
am only guessing that our earth in a 
previous solar system was associated in 
some way with (the present) Alcyone of 
the Pleiades. 

Alcyone and the other principle stars 
of the Pleiades are each much larger 
than our sun. Alcyone is nearly 200 
times as luminous as our sun. They travel 
with many smaller stars, all embedded in 
much nebulous matter, in tight group

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formation, at a distance estimated be- 
tween 215 and 300 light-years away from 
us but well above the galactic plane. They 
are all hot stars with B spectra. 

As stated in the 1952 American Ae 
trology Ephemeris the longitude of Alcy- 
one on July 1, 1952 will be 29° Taurus 
19’ 38”, declination N. 23° 57’ 39” and 
right ascension 56° 9 42”. The latitude 
will be N. 4° 2’ 48”. At beginning of 
2000 A.D. and for beginnings of recent 
centuries we have to the first order of 
approximation the following table indi- 
cating an average advance in longitude 
of 49".925 yearly:

ly thinks of this in terms of military 
importance alone, or in the sense of 
having.a military man in the position of 
the nation’s Chief executive. Yet there 
is one outstanding mark upon this man’s 
star pattern that time and retrospect has 
not perhaps as yet, highlighted. And this 
is that Douglas MacArthur is a man of 
sacrifice, and a thing to remember when 
speculating upon his election chances. 


The progressed horoscope of the Gen- 
eral shows his Sun and Saturn in an 
aspect of personal denial, that is, con- 
junct. Further, his Moon, Jupiter and 
Mercury are also conjunct in Aries and 
square the powerful U. S. conjunction 
of Venus and Jupiter. So the man’s 
personality (Moon), well-being, (Jupi- 
ter) and ideas (Mercury) would be 
superceded by the stronger national stars. 
Venus, the planet of personal comfort 
and desire, is in Pisces, again high light- 
ing the sign of sacrifice. And although 
this is exactly trine the U. S. Mercury, 
one is on the face of it, rather inclined 
to interpret this as MacArthur’s personal 
desires bowing before the country’s 
trends and mental directions. Certainly 
the grand squares formed between Mac- 
Arthur’s natal positions and the transits 
for the day of the Republican National 
convention, do not indicate great hope 
for the General’s personal success there. 

On the other hand, from May on- 
ward, when transiting Jupiter, that des- 
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tiny planet in MacArthur’s chart, enters 
Taurus, his name will. again, without 
doubt, be a by-line to national power. 
The first aspect this transiting Jupiter 
will make is a square to the General’s 
natal Moon, indicating more unpopu- 
larity. Next this transiting Jupiter 
squares the natal Sun; it is likely that 
some act of spiritual heroism will be 
forthcoming from the man in behalf of 
his country, for this is a deeply moving 
aspect. But when Jupiter moves further 
into Taurus, and begins conjuncting the 
powerful natal planets there, sextiling 
the natal Jupiter and trining the Capri- 
corn Mercury, the name of Douglas 
MacArthur will again be carved high on 
the arch of our country’s honor. 


Planets, being vehicles of Divine Will, 
care little for the personal pleasures or 
wishes of mortals. They obey a greater 
law and work toward a greater goal. 
This.can only be comprehended by hu- 
man understanding in a long-range pers- 
pective. Our day to day business, our 
very humanness, clouds impersonal wis- 
dom, But the planets, as the embodiment 
of cosmic forces, ever balance the lacks 
of individuals and nations. 

So the passing trends of the times and 
peoples may view the General of the 
Army as a political parallel. In the per- 
spective of national destiny, Douglas 
MacArthur may be seen as a vehicle for 
the expression of balancing forces, Thus 
he emerges on an enduring level as a man 
of service and a man of sacrifice.

SPRING 


The Spring ts here—the delicate-footed May, 

With its slight fingers full of leaves and flowers, 
And with it comes a thirst to be away; 

In lovelier scenes to pass these sweeter hours. 


May. the fifth month of the modern 
year (called the Planting Moon by our 
American Indians), the second in the 
old Alban calendar, the third in that of 
Romulus, was also the fifth in that of 
Numa Pompilius. On May Day, which 
fell in the middle of the Floralia, the 
Ancient Romans used to go in proces- 
sion to the Grotto of Egeria. The month 
was regarded as unlucky for marriage, 
owing to the celebration of the Lemuria, 
the festival of the unhappy dead. The 
etymology of the word May is doubtful. 
It was called Maius by Romulus, out of 
respect for the senators and nobles of 
his city who were called Majores, as the 
month following was called Junius, in 
honor of the youth of Rome who served 
him in war, and were called Juniares. 
Some etymologists are of the opinion 
that it was called Maia from the goddess 
of that name, mother of Mercury, to 
whom was offered sacrifices on the first 
day of May. The sun enters Gemini in 
May . .. and Mercury is the ruler of 
Gemini. 

In medieval and Tudor England we 
learn from Chaucer and other writers 
that it was customary for all classes of

people to be up at dawn and go “a-may- 
ing” to “fetch the flowers fresh.” 
Branches of leafy trees and garlands of 
spring flowers were brought back by the 
reveling villagers. The May pole, re- 
splendent with ribbons and wreaths, was 
the center of attraction, and the fairest 
maiden round-about was crowned the 
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“Queen of the May.” The May pole was 
usually of birch and set up for the day 
only, but in London and the larger towns 
the poles were selected from more dur- 
able wood and permanently erected. To 
the Puritans they were a special eyesore 
and were forbidden by Parliament in 
1644. They came into favor again, how- 
ever, at the time of the Restoration. In 
1661 a May pole, 134 feet high, was set 
up in the Strand by twelve British sail- 
ors, under the personal supervision of 
James II, then Duke of York and Lord 
High Admiral. 

In 1889, May Day was chosen as an 
international labor holiday by the Inter- 
national Socialist Congress. 

Suggestions have been made in re- 
cent years to make May Day an annual 
Children’s Day. We have a Mother’s 
Day, a Father’s Day, so why not a 
Children’s Day? In the final analysis, 
children are a nation’s one great asset 
... present taxes notwithstanding. The 
wealth of the world, without human im- 
plementation, is as nothing. To set aside 
a “day” honoring the forerunners of 
posterity would be but the completion in 
present mundane obserwance of a triunal 
respect for the Earthly counterpart of 
that Heavenly Trinity. The Bible com- 
mands children to honor their fathers 
and mothers. For this mixed-up genera- 
tion, another commandment might be 
quite apropos: “Parents, honor thy chil- 
dren, that they, and their children, and 
their children’s children ntay not, in their 
time, cry out against thee and thy gen- 
eration.” 


THE MAY LUNATION FOR THE 
UNITED STATES 


The lunation of April 24th, covering 
the period from that date to May 23rd, 
falls in the second house of national 
finance, taxes, ‘etc., opposing Mars in the 
8th house, ruling death duties, insurance, 
etc. Heavy death claims will be made on 
insurance companies during this period. 
Mercury in Aries, the sign on the cusp 
of the 2nd, is in opposition to Saturn in 
Libra, sign on the eighth cusp: serious, 
transit strikes over the country are 
threatened. Mercury rules the lunation’s 
4th house, with Saturn in the 7th: it 
appears legislation will be introduced in 
Congress to re-vamp the insurance struc- 


ture covering Government-financed hous- 
ing projects, etc. Uranus in the 5th is 
another aspect which seems to confirm 
the augury that the Government takes 
steps to protect FHA and Veterans’ loans 
with newer legislation. Many accidents 
may occur in U. S., as airplane crashes 
continue. The planets Neptune and Sa- 
turn, both the sign on the cusp of the 8th, 
with Mars in Scorpio in the eight: many 
deaths from explosions, involving gas 
and/or gasoline. Ships will again be at 
the mercy of bad weather and accidents 
at sea—crippled and requiring aid to 
reach port. Ocean-going shipping is 
gravely perilled by such aspects as we 
have dumng the May lunation. 

Jupiter, in the 2nd, is in orb of the 
conjunction of the luminaries, which 
gives it more power as far as legislative 
matters are concerned, and has reference 
to taxes and the stock market this month. 
It seems quite evident that Congress is 
not going to increase the already burden- 
some taxes now being borne by the 
American wage earner. Jupiter, chang- 
ing signs the first of May—entering 
Taurus—will cross the Venus of the 
chart set up for the beginning of the 
American stock market. At this writing 
(3/1/52) the market has been rather 
consistently declining. The Jupiter-Venus 
aspect would indicate a rise in the mar- 
ket during the May lunation, but it would 
appear—according to the starry arcs 
ahead—that it will never again top the 
highs of the past. 

Referring now to the chart of the 
Vernal Equinox, which ushers in the 
first day of Spring: Venus, the planet 
of peace, is trine Uranus, which is right 
on the ascendant; it also trines the con- 
junction of the Venus-Jupiter in the 
U.S.A. 1776 chart. This should bring 
about a peace in the Korean situation 
sometime during the ensuing six months. 
The May lunation charts hints at a 
“cease fire’ agreement of some kind 
which, however, because of power poli- 
tics — especially American presidential 
campaign power politics—may be held 
back until after April 29th. The lunation 
degree this month is in exact opposition 
to President Truman’s Moon, which in- 
forms us that Mrs. Truman is strongly 
urging Harry not to accept the nomina-

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tion for another term. It remains to be 
seen, however, whether Mars on his 
Moon, in opposition to his Sun, is more 
powerful than Mrs. Truman’s persuas- 
ions. Whatever decision is made, the 
President, according to his own personal 
horoscope, is not through with politics. 
The ascendant of the Vernal Equinox is 
conjunct his Vents, another indication 
that he is not through with public life. 
The lunation Jupiter exactly squares his 
Jupiter, indicating that Congress will not 
go along with his demands for increased 
taxes, but hold any increases to a mini- 
mum during this season. 

Studying the U.S.A. 1776 chart in re- 
lation to the May lunation, the Ascend- 
ant is cénjoined to the luminaries and 
Uranus is conjunct the 4th house cusp. 
This indicates that the mass mind, or 
the national consciousness, is definitely 
brooding on the hope of change. The 
South Node conjoins the fixed star Regu- 
lus. This presages the juggling of per- 
sons prominent in career , positions— 
switches in the foreign diplomatic corps, 
military, etc. Uranus in the 5th—afflicted 
—would indicate that individuals out- 
standing in the amusement, world (the- 
atre, radio, television, sports, etc.) will 
be most detrimentally publicized and 
find some of their cherished contracts 
abrogated. Their sensationally-reported 
deviations will divide interest with the 
continued revelations of political skul- 
duggery and relapses in high office. Out- 
standing entertainers may pass on:

be sharply cut because of epidemical ail- 
ments among children. 

Under the May lunation, efforts will 
be made to alter or revise the present 
G.I. education bill. President Truman 
will be obliged at last to declare his posi- 
tion with regard to his nomination for 
another presidential contest. 

Weather for the nation as a whole will 
be more or less normal for the period, 
with the possible exception of destruc- 
tive winds, whirlwinds and tornadoes. It 
can be mentioned again—from secondary 
aspects—that insurance companies will 
be called upon to adjust heavy claims 
because of losses from fires, especially 
covering large structures (Mercury op- 
position Saturn and the luminaries op- 
posite Mars). 

With Jupiter shortly transiting Venus: 
wool prices—which have been on the 


decline—will pick up again; the textile 
industry as a whole will show great im- 
provement. It appears likely that steps 
will b® taken in Congress to readjust the 
tariff structure to protect American in- 
dustry against foreign importations of 
silk, linens, china, ete. The running as- 
pects have long heralded the coming of 
the Neptunian fabrications: rayon, ny- 
lon, orlon and others now coming from 
the proving laboratories, and their pro- 
cessors are demanding tariffs to protect 
their heavy investments. 

The Nation will no doubt continue to 
be regaled with political scandals, ex- 
poses, irregularities and corruption in 
the conduct of governmental affairs. A 
news commentator recently quoted one 
harassed politician as having said: “You 
reporters have the public all mixed up 
about graft. There’s legitimate, as well 
as illegitimate graft, and it is perfectly 
right and proper for an office-holder to 
avail himself of legitimate so-called 
‘graft’.” (Mixed up? Who?) 


THE WORLD BEYOND OUR BORDERS 


For Europe, as a whole, this lunation 
presages little more than a continuation 
of existing conditions: hunger, privation, 
etc., and the old intrigues; but an in- 
creasing change in mass consciousness is 
augured here, as well as in the United 
States. Peoples are asking: “Where are 
we headed for at the world’s present 
gait? Where is the money to come from 
to support the activities, the disturbances 
we are embroiled in? What’s to become 
of us?” 

Import-Export Banks are becoming 
more selective about the investments they 
are asked to underwrite: Mercury in 
Aries, opposing Saturn. This month 
seems to be the period when all nations 
are trying to balance the past against the 
future—the month when they are seek- 
ing to adjust their internal affairs and 
to strike off a “trial balance” of their 
national budgets. As already noted, Jupi- 
ter, a few days after the lunation, enters 
the sign of Taurtts, a practical-minded 
sign. While there it will pass the last 
mutation of Jupiter conjoined to Saturn 
of February 1941. The Second World 
War was brewing at that time, and in 
the secret international money conclaves, 
plans were being discussed to finance the 
“possibility” of War. Jupiter now crosses 
that point again. The International bank- 
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ers shall again discuss—iri their closed 
sessions—the methods necessary to meet 
the staggering obligations that haye ac- 
crued—to the just and the unjust alike— 
during the past twelve years. The time 
has come to “pay the piper.” 

BRITAIN 

At this writing (3/1/52) the great 
change that was foreseen for England in 
the January lunation has come to pass. 
Elizabeth has taken the oath to serve her 
people. It was foreseen in Elizabeth’s 
chart, when our January article was 
written last October 22nd, that it was 
only a matter of weeks before she would 
be called to the throne but it took the 
lunation of January 26th, touching off 
the Sun of the mutation chart of 1842, 
to bring it to pass. 

The full moon of February 11th fell 
with the Sun exactly on her Mars- 
Jupiter. One cannot but be impressed, 
used as we are to the dramatic exactness 
of the “mathematical coincidences” of 
astrology, at the coordination of the 
charts involved in the destiny of this 
young woman. And the charts involved 
are those of William the Conqueror and 
the Norman Invasion of England in 
1066: the Union of Britain and Scot- 
land: the Mutation of 1842; King 
George VI, and, of course Elizabeth’s 
own horoscope. Leo and Aquarius seem 
to be the most prominent signs. The de- 
gree area adds up to care, responsibility 
and death. The May lunation, for Lon- 
don, has 21° of Aquarius on the mid- 
heaven. That places young Queen Eliza- 
beth’s Mars and Jupiter on the 10th 
house of that chart, indicating the many 
responsibilities which are to fall on her 
young shoulders during May—a period 
of the most radical readjustment in her 
way of life. According to the time of 
her birth, she is a child of “fixed” stars. 
At the death of her father, her pro- 
gressed sun was conjoined to her fourth 
house cusp, opposing her natal Saturn 
and squaring her progressed Jupiter. It 
had just passed the square of her natal 
Neptune. Her birth Jupiter is on the 
mid-heaven of the lunation chart, con- 
joined to the star Deneb Algedi (22° 25’ 
Aquarius). This star is said to be both 
beneficent and destructive. It predicates 
sorrow and happiness, life and death. 
The aspect will be culminating this

month, bringing her the fulfilment of the 
honor, fame, wealth, dignity and au- 
thority to which she was born, greatly 
helped by the clergy and by people of 
influence and prominence in her court. 
Winston Churchill, whose stars are still 
over England, will be her staunchest 
friend and advisor. At the time she took 
the oath as Queen, the star Agena, 
which is in 22° 43’ of Scorpio, was con- 
joined her progressed Saturn, and is 
now on her natal M. C. It gives position, 
friendship, refinement, health and honor 
—all of which she will need in the 
Queen’s career ahead of her. There are 
still other so-called “fixed” stars that in- 
fluence her life, but not of particular 
moment just at this time. Jupiter will 
cross the Sun of her birth chart right in 
May, and the lunation—falling on her 
Sun—with all the planets in the London 
chart’s 11th house, indicates that parlia- 
ment will spend some time’ in discussing 
the financial budget of the royal house- 
hold. The trip she was making with her 
husband, Philip, and from which she was 
so unhappily recalled, was for the real 
purpose of consolidating the friendship 





and international trade between Eng- 
land’s farflung Commonwealth of Na- 
tions. She was even then beset with 


“problems of empire!” This is shown by 
Saturn and Neptune in Leo, the fifth 
house sign. 

The affairs of Britain in Egypt and 
the Near East are still the big problem 
of the British government, Mars, in the 
6th house, opposing the luminaries, indi- 
cates the workers of the nation are in a 
belligerent mood, and could go out on 
strike against the continued food ration- 
ing, etc. 

GERMANY 

The lunation figure, for Berlin, indi- 
cates that the German economy continues 
to improve. The day apparently is not 
too far distant when the occupation 
troups may be withdrawn. The German 
government, as well as the military au- 
thorities, are going to be far more strict 
about the conduct of occupation soldiers 
and German women. Neptune and Mars 
in the 5th house indicates scandals in- 
volving the military and the population. 

FRANCE 

Intrigue continues to dominate the 

French political struggle, causing the 
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rise and fall of cabinets with an almost 
inexplicable rhythm: Mars square Pluto 
in Leo. (Leo rules France.) There is 
little change otherwise to report on the 
internal affairs of this nation for May. 
RUSSIA 

The planetary picture for Russia, ad- 
duced from the lunation map set up for 
Moscow, indicates change! More insur- 
rections appear to be brewing behind the 
Iron Curtain against the Politburo. 
Groups are forming in a “word of 
mouth” campaign to change the present 
system of “collective security.” Neptune 
and Saturn in the 4th: disgruntlement 
over the system of the division of crops 
and production. Uranus in the 12th, 
which is revolutionary in action, and 
underground, is exactly square Saturn in 
the 4th. Mercury is in the 10th house. 
This bespeaks trouble that is at present 
under cover, but seeks freedom, more 
food, and less regimentation. 

INDIA 

In the lunation chart for New Delhi, 
Mars is conjoined the 4th house cusp, 
squaring Pluto on the first house cusp, 
indicating continued insurrections in this 
nation also; rebellions on the part of the 
people, mostly over religious prejudice 
and inflexibility between the Hindus and 
Mohammadans. Jupiter is in the 9th 
opposing Neptune. As usual, this nation 
needs food and the wherewithal 
with which to buy it. India will find some 
new markets for her products this month. 


TEHERAN 

The Iranian situation does not im- 
prove this month, The workers in the 
oil fields of the former British-owned 
industry make an urgent plea to have 
the refineries reopened and a ‘chance to 
go back to work. Their suffering and 
poverty have reached a point where it is 
dangerous for the government not to 
give serious consideration to their pre- 
dicament if it is not to be overthrown 
by a rebellion. The chart for the Iranian 
Oil Company, too, is still under afflic- 
tions, indicating that very little peace 
may be expected to develop for it. out 
of the bad situation this month. 

EGYPT 

The lunation chart for Cairo indicates 
that the people here, too, are in a very 
aggressive and belligerent mood against 
the British. But the British are gaining 
ground in their controversy with the 


Egyptian Government. That government 
exerts its influence to quell the rioting 
among its nations—for King Farouk is 
more western than eastern in culture 
and fully realizes which side his bread 
is buttered on. He is quite aware that, 
should the Suez Canal be closed, it will 
shut off their commerce and the tourists. 
It is the interest of foreign tourists in 
the relics of ancient Egypt that keeps the 
city of Cairo solvent, and despite the 
burning of Shepards Hotel during one 
of the recent uprisings, they'll continue 
to come IF Farouk succeeds in setting 
up the peace again. Those Egyptian 
nights —and pyramid mementoes — are 
dear to the hearts of the travelers and 
they will risk much to enjoy them: Mars 
in the 5th. 


CHINA 


The chart for China this month con- 
tinues to hold the augury of misery for 
the people. There is continued hunger, 
cold -and privation. An internal rebellion 
is stirring in the hearts of the people 
against the present government, and 
only the lack of the necessary reserves 
of food and equipment prevents it from 
becoming active. More than anything 
else, they would welcome peace. The 
peace talks in Korea will continue: 
Venus and Mercury in the 7th, ruling 
treaties—although squaring Uranus in 
the 10th—further testimony that the 
people would like to have this war over 
with. The death rate—after a long, cold 
winter and the lack of food—seems ap- 
palling: lunation in the 8th house oppos- 
ing Mars in the 2nd. These aspects indi- 
cate the divided allegiance. They would 
welcome the return of Chiang Kai Shek 
if it could be guaranteed to bring peace: 
Uranus in the 10th. 


JAPAN 


The pattern of the Japanese chart for 
the month of May indicates a desire to 
iron out the trade wars and tariff prob- 
lems on imports and exports; to get the 
peace treaty implemented and working. 
The success of the treaty is problematical 


~ because it has been found not entirely 


satisfactory to the Japanese people: Sa- 
turn exactly conjoined to the ascendant 
of the May lunation chart. This aspect 
could also predicate seismic disturbances, 
volcanic action, floods and attendant loss 
of life. 
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AUSTRALIA 


In the lunation chart, set up for 
Sydney, I find the emphasis for May is 
on trade: import and export. On the 
world markets, Australian wool will 
doubtless bring lower prices, seriously 
affecting the domestic economy for the 
time being: Jupiter in the 7th, opposite 
Neptune on the first house cusp. Wide- 
spread health conditions—eruptive mala- 
dies affecting the head and face—appear 
to run a widespread course during the 
month. The weather will be most un- 
seasonable, and there could also be seri- 
ous epidemical disease among animal 
flocks. . 

ARGENTINA 

Mars, in the lunation chart for Buenos 
Aires this month, is on Senor Juan 
Peron’s Saturn, Mercury and Uranus. 
This would seem to indicate that the 
military department of this government 
may be involved again in some sort of 
resistance against the Peronista. Uranus, 
transiting the Cancer planets of the Ar- 
gentine Independence chart, supports the 
evidence of change in 1952 for this 
country. The eclipses in 1952—in Leo 
and Aquarius—fall on Mars and Saturn 
for the Independence figure, additional 
testimony for this deduction. The people 
are unhappy and ill-at-ease under the 
restrictions of the present regime and in 
a rebellious mood. Argentina loses some 
of her export contracts for beef and 
by-products, and it appears they may 
not be renewed at this time. There is 


considerable friction just now with 
neighboring states—especially Chile. 
BRAZIL 
Uranus, in the lunation for Rio de 


Janeiro, is in exact conjunction with the 
4th house cusp. This indicates that there 
is likely to be severe earthquakes, floods, 
plane accidents, disasters, possibly from 
explosions. The population here, too, is 
restless under existing conditions. Brazil, 
however, continues to attract motion pic- 
ture production “companies from the 
United States, companies that are at- 
tracted by the salubrious climate and 
locale, plus the exotic personalities of the 
warm-hearted Brazilians. Other featured 
foreign entertainers will give outstand- 
ing performances there just now as their 
annual winter social season approaches. 
Merchants will enjoy exceptional busi- 
ness from American tourists. 









The cattle industry, however, will sus- 
tain heavy livestock losses from epidem- 
ical animal diseases: Mars in Scorpio in 
Opposition to the lunation in Taurus, 
ruling cattle. Whenever Jupiter, af- 
flicted, transits Taurus it brings disease 
to cattle. Prices for South American 
hides, exported during this period, will 
fall off. 

In summarizing, the planetary aspects 
for our neighbor, Mexico, and for other 
South American countries, for May, 
evidence only a very slight progression 
from conditions existing last month, plus 
the normal seasonal changes, making 
special comment unnecessary. While such 
a state of affairs doesn’t make for ex- 
citing reporting, it is good to discover 
that, for Earth’s Northern Hemisphere, 
Spring is returning under conditions 
somewhat more pleasant for the human 
spirit. ?

and ill at ease. Sometimes in stress or 
loneliness a Taurus native will seek re- 
ligious teachings and turn to the church, 
wherein he becomes one of the depend- 
able pillars in some line of duty, or he 
may take up some phase of occult truth 
and in the teachings find that security 
he is seeking.

Parental Discipline 


Roserr’s father insists on obedi- 
ence. He feels his three year old son 
should learn to obey him when he is 
spoken to, and especially after two or 
three times. The method he believes in 
using is the good old fashioned spanking. 
His father evidently used it on him since 
his wife says his father was a strict dis- 
ciplinarian and not his mother. The 
father is right—a child must learn to 
obey. 

With this fact, of course, the mother 
agrees, but she is not so sure of the 
method as it is too stringent, for she 
says: “I feel that the child with his high 
active spirits can be led into doing what- 
ever one wishes, rather than riding hard 
on his every move. I don’t think one 
should punish him for everything, or the 
little mischievious acts, as he is just 
learning and not an adult. The husband 
feels if the child has been told enough 
times he should not do it, or suffer the 
consequences if he does, hence a spank- 
ing should result. Husband must have 
obedience at all times or spank. This is 
having a tendency now to make the child 
rebellious and ruining the happy free 
disposition he has had.” 

It is clear to understand this mother’s 
point since she evidently has an altogether 
different slant on the method of dis- 
cipline. The problem in this family is: 
“What is the best approach to this child 
as concerns discipline?’ The mother 
says she feels if they could get the same 
approach and work together with more 





calmness the,child would benefit and so 
would they. 

She has tried to solve her own problem 
by excusing her husband’s attitude to- 
wards the boy since he is under the pres- 
sure of his strenuous work, for when he 
comes home at night he is tired and 
concerned with the problems of the day 
and in working out plans for the mor- 
row. He is a Civil Engineer on con- 
struction jobs. He expects obedience in 
the men he employes and it is only natur- 
al he should expect obedience in his 
child. Then, again, his wife feels his 
feelings and attitude towards the child 
might be something else; it is possible 
he is jealous of the Mother-child rela- 
tionship which takes some attention from 
himself. So she is confused and states: 
“I find myself being the pacifier and try- 
ing to shield the child from any dis- 
cipline other than my own—yet rely on 
my husband sometimes to really make it 
stick !’’ 

The raising of a child, or children, is a 
responsibility that requires time, study 
and attention. Each child has a tempera- 
ment of his own and so have the parents. 
Yet, there is a close relationship between 
them that holds together the family ties. 
As in this case, the parents of Robert’s 
father and mother held the whip-hand 
of discipline over them so much so that 
they “sought to break away from re- 
straining hands, yet in many instances 
still turn to them.” For Robert’s 
mother still goes to her mother with her 
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problems, as her mother was the dis- 
ciplinarian in that family. 

Discipline has been the bone of con- 
tention in many families. It has caused 
children to run away from home, or seek 
outlets for self-expression in avenues 
of experience that may be a benefit or 
detriment. In most cases they are turned 
into paths that lead to unhappiness or 
failure, for the simple reason they have 
never had the opportunity to make their 
own decisions nor do they know what 
they want. Years of struggle in seeking 
ways and means, the right and wrong 
are wasted. Bitterness can cloud a heart 
filled with kindness and hatred can tear 
love into ribbons of stilted affection and 
smothered emotion. A life ruined, with- 
out incentive or hope, is a sad existence. 

The pitiful part of such a situation is 
that it is unnnecessary, for if the little 
child had had careful attention and 
proper guidance his future, would have 
been more certain. 

Robert’s wise mother realizes she must 
seek a better understanding of her situa- 
tion in order to bring harmony in the 
home environment.

The discipline the parents can work 
out together is one of systematic train- 
ing. They should lay out a course of 
duties and instructions. Robert will re- 
spond to the system quickly and the. 
parents will both be happier and repaid 
for their efforts.

Coolidge came into the presidency upon 
the death of Harding. He was elected 
for office in November 1924 as the tran- 
siting Pluto reached 12 Cancer to con- 
join his Sun and the Sun of the Declara- 
tion chart. Transiting Saturn was trine 
transiting Pluto in the heavens; tran- 
siting Jupiter was trine transiting Nep- 
tune. The days of Coolidge prosper- 
ity were goimg into full swing. Nep- 
tune finally crossed the Fourth House 
cusp of our natal horoscope, and the 
disillusions of the aftermath of the war 
were left behind; the illusions of stock 
market prosperity (Neptune in Leo, the 
natural Mundane Fifth House of the 
stockmarket and gambling) were to take 
their place. 


When Coolidge retired from office, 
transiting Neptune had already entered 
Virgo and the days of the Big Boom 
were numbered, although few people 
realized it. Transiting Uranus had en- 
tered Aries to build slowly toward the 
crushing squares to Pluto in Cancer that 
were to dominate the years of the com- 
ing Great Depression.

Dear Mr. Hook: 

I would like to know what I can do 
for my roses. They do not seem to thrive 
very well. Sometimes they are so nice 
and full and other times they only have 
a few petals. They are all three and four 
years old. What could I do to get them 
to grow to be full petal roses? I also 
have a runner which I bought thinking 
it was an American Beauty rose bush, 
of a red color. I have had it for four 
years now and all it has had on its 
branches are little white flowers, which 
look like very small white daisies. What 
could cause this? Also I had a beautiful 
gardenia plant. For a while it was beau- 
tiful, then branch after branch started 
to dry up until it was almost dead. I 
planted it in the garden and covered it 
with a basket and straw around the 
plant. I try to take very good care of 
my flowers as I do love all kinds of 
flowers. 

A Gardener. 
ANSWER: It appears that you do not 
have the proper soil for your roses or 


gardenias. Many plants need special cul- 
ture and soil. All plants do not do well 
on what appears to the eye to be good 
soil. Some plants require an acid soil 
and others an alkaline soil. Some plants 
want a deep well-drained soil and others 
a shallow moist soil. 


While it is evident that the runner 
you bought is not an American Beauty 
rose bush, it is well to know our plants 
requirements before we can expect the 
best results from them. I could give you 
many answers as to why roses or gar- 
denias do not grow well, but inasmuch 
as my space is limited I would advise 
that you obtain detailed information on 
the culture of the plants you wish to 
grow from the Division of Public Docu- 
ments, U. S. Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C. There is a few cents’ 
fee for these bulletins. Ask for: Roses 
for the Home, 1932, 34 page illustrated 
catalog No. A1.9:750. Gardenia Culture, 
1940, 8 page illustrated catalog No. Al. 
35:199. I am sure the information con- 
tained therein will solve your problem,
